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1. Situation. To publish regulations and gui dance concerning the
m ssi on and operational procedures of all Marine Corps Bands.

2. Cancell ati on. MCO P5000. 18.

3. Mssion. This Manual has been devel oped as a guide for
commandi ng of ficers and Marine Corps nusicians in the use and
function of Marine Corps Bands.

4. Execution

a. Commander’s Intent and Concept of Operations

(1) Commander’s Intent. It is the intent of the CMC to
expl ain the operations and training of Marine Corps Bands through
this primary doctrinal guide.

(2) Concept of Operations. Marine Corps Bands are
organi zed and equi pped to provide nusical support for cerenonies,
quality of life prograns, community rel ations events and personne
procurenent prograns. |nproper use of this Marine Corps asset and
its personnel nust be avoi ded.

b. Subordinate El ement M ssions. The follow ng conmands wil |
conply with the intent and content of this Oder:

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CHAPTER 1

OPERATI ONS

1000. GENERAL. Mlitary history has established that nusical units
are an integral part of the Marine Corps (Appendix A). Marine Corps
Bands are an inportant stinulus to norale and esprit de corps and
provi de the Commandi ng CGeneral, and the unit, a vital link to
cerenonial traditions. |In conbat, nusical units continue nusica
functions and augnent security on a tenporary basis during periods of
hei ght ened conbat intensity when use of the band in its primary role
is inmpractical.

1001. DEFI NI TI ONS

1. Departnent of Defense (DOD) Conponents. The office of the
Secretary of Defense, the mlitary departnments (including the
Nat i onal Guard and Reserve conponents), the Joint Staff, the unified
and specified commands, and the DOD Agenci es.

2. Mlitary Installation. Any installation owed or operated by the
DCD or by a DOD conponent such as a base, station, post, reservation,
canp, depot, fort, termnal, facility, ship, school and coll ege.

3. Oficial Departnment of Defense Functions. Those activities
(itncluding DOD committees, joint civilian orientation conferences,
and activities held on mlitary installations) which are sponsored by
a mlitary service, have as their principal purpose the pronotion of
esprit de corps, and are conducted primarily for active duty
personnel, famly nenbers, and guests.

4. Internal Commtnents. Oficial conmtnments are those appropriate
nmusi cal performances sponsored or requested by a specific mlitary
activity. Musical support provided for the rehearsal of a cerenony
or a “practice parade” is considered an internal conmm tnent.

5. Oficial Gvic Functions. Activities in which officials of
state, county or nunicipal governnments are involved in the
performance of their official duties. Exanples include, but are not
limted to, inaugurals, dedications of public buildings or projects,
the convening of |egislative bodies, and cerenpnies for officially

i nvited governnment visitors.
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6. Community Rel ations (ConRel) Events. The policies governing
mlitary participation in ConRel events are based on Public Law,
executive orders as set forth in DOD directives, SECNAVI NST 5720. 44
and MCO 5726.15. ConRel events are those commtnents that neet the
criteria for mlitary participation and are approved by appropriate
authority. Commtnents that do not neet the criteria established for
mlitary participation in public events are not authorized.

7. Appropriate Authority. Commandi ng generals of those commands
wi th Marine Corps Bands are authorized to approve or di sapprove
operational conmtnents for Marine Corps Bands.

1002. M SSION. The primary mssion of a Marine Corps Band is to
provi de nusic for the foll ow ng:

1. Mlitary cerenonies and other official activities as may be
directed by appropriate authority.

2. Support of Marine Corps community rel ations prograns.

3. Support of Marine Corps personnel procurenent prograns.

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CHAPTER 1

OPERATI ONS

SECTION 1: PRI MARY M SSI ON

1100. COVVAND AND CONTROL

1. Marine Corps Bands are under the operational control (OPCON) of
t he commandi ng general of the conmand to which they are assigned.
Normally, this is the responsibility of the Chief of Staff. Commuand
adm ni strative control (ADCON) is normally the responsibility of a
headquarters battalion or squadron.

2. Band O ficer

a. The Band O ficer functions as a special staff officer of the
Commandi ng General by providing informati on and recommendati ons on
use, current capabilities, and standi ng procedures and policies that
govern the operations of a band.

b. The Band O ficer is responsible for the unit |evel control of
the band. Al conmmtnents are approved through cl ose coordi nation
bet ween the Band O ficer and the unit exercising OPCON. Comm tnents
are carefully nonitored by the command to ensure proper enpl oynent of
the band within its mssion capabilities and to preclude degradation
of those capabilities. The Band Oficer is the sole advisor on how
the band is to be used. The unit that has OPCON is the sole
commtting authority for band m ssions.

1101. CAPABILITIES. Band Oficers organize a program of nusi cal
performance that best supports the needs of the parent conmand and
the Marine Corps. Band performances in public appearances and
concerts prove their value in the ConRel efforts of the Marine Corps.

1. Concert Band. The concert band perforns all types of traditional
band nusic and transcriptions. This group uses all the nusicians
assigned to the unit. Msic anplification and recording equi pnent is
normal Iy used during concert band rehearsals and perfornmances to
enhance sound, conpensate for poor acoustics, to record performnces,
as well as provide for announcenents, introductions and narrations.
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2. Cerenoni al Band

a. The cerenonial band perforns marches, patriotic nusic, and
official cerenponial nmusic. Normally, nusicians who perform Cboe,
Bassoon, Electric Bass, Piano and Electric Guitar are not assigned to
this ensenble. |If manning shortfalls are critical, these nusicians
may be required to performa secondary instrunent in the cerenonia
band.

b. A rehearsal detail (one trunpet instrunentalist, one snare
drunmer and one bass drummer) or recorded music is provided for
par ade rehearsal s.

3. Jazz Ensenbl e/ Show Band

a. The jazz ensenbl e/ show band perforns jazz, sw ng, rock and
ot her styles of popular nmusic. This unit has 15 to 20 nmenbers.
Standard instrunentation calls for Saxophone, Trunpet, Tronbone,
Per cussion, Electric Bass, Piano and GQuitar.

b. Music anplification nust be considered as an integral part of
the instrunentation of this ensenble to enhance the sound, conpensate
for poor acoustics, provide for announcenents, and anplify sol os that
are typical of popul ar nusic.

4, O her

a. Conbo. The conbo perforns jazz, swing, rock and other styles
of popular music. This ensenble is normally conprised of three to
ei ght nusicians and requires the use of anplification to achieve the
characteristic sound expected by audi ences. Vocalists, when
available, require anplification to be heard and blend with the
ensenbl e.

b. Chanber Ensenbles. Chanber ensenbles (quintet, trio, piano
soloists, etc.) provide nusic for official mlitary and civilian
commtnments. These ensenbles provide an alternative to the |arger
nmusical units within the band in those cases where |inted space,
funds or transportation are a factor or when particul ar nusica
consi derations would render a smaller ensenble nore appropriate or
effective.

c. Duty Bugler. Trunpeters are required to nmaintain the ability
to performbugle calls (Appendix B) for cerenonial commitnents.
Recordi ngs or conpact disks may be offered as an alternative when a
trunpeter is not avail able.
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Note. There is limted flexibility to tailor concurrent performances
using small groups. This depends on the skills and versatility of
assigned nusicians and the training tine available. The band shoul d
not be fragnented to support small group performances concurrent wth
concert or cerenonial band performances.

1102. ORGANI ZATION. All Marine Corps Bands are organi zed equal ly
with 1 officer and 50 enlisted Marines.

1103. UNIT INTEGRITY. Marine Corps Bands are organized with the

m ni mum nunber of nusicians required to acconplish the mssion. A
Marine Corps Band best fulfills its mssion requirenments as an
aggregate unit under the direct |eadership of the Band Ofi cer.
Commands nust respect and nmaintain the unit integrity of Marine Corps
Bands by limting duty assignnents for nusicians to duties with a
Mari ne Corps Band.

1104. TRAINING The Enlisted Bandl eader is responsible to the Band
O ficer for devel oping a conprehensive training programfor a Marine
Cor ps Band.

1. Unit level nusical training prograns enphasize individua
fundanmental s and pronote teammork. |f operational commtnents or
ot her factors preclude nusical training for an extended period of
time, the proficiency of the band will deteriorate and the m ssion
Wil be inpaired. This training (rehearsals) is necessary to

mai ntain the m ssion capabilities (paragraph 1101) and to train
personnel for band | eadership billets.

2. To maintain proficiency, nusicians nust devote tine to individua
practice. During this tinme, nusicians work on difficult passages in
the current repertoire or studies and exercises designed to inprove
i nstrunmental proficiency. Individual practice is normally schedul ed
during duty hours; however, off duty practice is al so encouraged.

3. Marine Corps nusicians participate in locally dictated mlitary
training as a unit (paragraph 1103). Physical Fitness, Marine Battle
Skills Training and professional devel opnent in |eadership are
required for all Marine Corps nusicians to maintain both technica

and tactical proficiency.

4. Advanced training is offered to career Marines and is required
for Marine Corps Band | eadership billets (MCO P1200.7).

1105 MARI NE CORPS BAND MANUAL

1105. COVMAND RESPONSI BI LI TI ES. Commandi ng general s are authori zed
to approve requests w thout authorization from higher authority for
participation in ConRel events that are within their areas of
responsi bility.

1. Area of Responsibility. The area of responsibility is defined as
t he geographical area in which an installation, its units and

per sonnel have an econom c or social inpact. The size of the area
must be determ ned by the commandi ng general and varies with each
conmmand.

2. Commtnent Policy. The command’ s policy on band conm t nents nust
be made specifically clear. Conmitnent priorities may vary from one
command to another, but mlitary cerenonies and other officia
activities should be considered the nost inportant part of the band’ s
m ssion. Recruiting and ConRel performances are al so i nportant and
nmust be given due consideration for support. Recruiting and ConRel
events contribute significantly to the Marine Corps’ ability to
sustain the operating forces.

a. Mlitary Cerenonies and Oficial Coomitnents. The band serves
as one source for commandi ng generals to enhance troop norale.
Whet her during mlitary cerenonies or other official activities, the
band pronotes “esprit de Corps” and builds pride in our Marines and
our Cor ps.

b. ConRel Events. Performances nust neet criteria in areas of
program sponsor, site and support (SECNAVI NST 5720. 44, paragraph
0402) and fiscal policy (SECNAVI NST 5720. 44, paragraph 0407).
Cancel | ati on coul d cause enbarrassnent for the Marine Corps and the
command. For this reason, |ocal ConRel events are nornmally approved
wi thin 90 days of the event. National or international ConRel events
may be approved 120 days in advance to all ow for adequate preparation
of funding, logistics and publicity.

c. Personnel Procurenent. Marine Corps Bands are an integral
part of the Marine Corps’ recruiting effort. They assist recruiters
in high schools, colleges and through public performnces. CONUS
Mari ne Corps Bands coordinate with the Misician Techni cal Assi stant
(MTA) assigned to the Marine Corps District in which they will be
per f or m ng.

d. Unit Sustainnent Training (UST). Marine Corps Bands nust
recei ve adequate tinme for mlitary training and professiona
devel opnent. Conmandi ng generals or their designated representatives
ensure that the band plans UST as an operational conmtnent.
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3. Coordi nati on of Effort

a. ConRel Events. The close proximty of sone |arge Marine Corps
commands and other mlitary bands inevitably causes overl appi ng areas
of responsibility. C ose coordination nust be effected between
near by commands to elimnate duplication of effort and to ensure
Mari ne Corps Bands are commtted to appropriate functions. Accurate
coordi nation of the | eave periods of bands in close proximty is also
essential for the sane reason. |t may be advisable to establish a
formal letter of agreement concerning ConRel activities and | eave
policies in order to preclude |ack of support in sone areas and
dupl i cated support in others.

b. Events for the Internal Community. Marine Corps or other
Armed Forces conmands may request nusical support for events, such as
changes of command, retirenment parades or nmess nights. Requests from
ot her Arnmed Forces commands shoul d i ncl ude appropriate docunentation
i ndi cating that nusical support was requested but is not avail able
fromtheir own service s assets. Although CMC approval is not
requi red, commands will notify the Conmmandant of the Marine Corps
Public Affairs, ConRel Branch (CMC (PAC)) before making a comm t nent
to participate. Performances schedul ed by Marine Corps Bands for
other Arnmed Forces are inappropriate when that mlitary service has
one of its own service bands avail abl e.

4. Cancellations. |In those rare cases where conm tnents nust be
canceled at the last mnute, the Band Oficer will imrediately notify
the command (comrand-directed comm tnents) and CMC (PAC) (CMC
directed commitnents). CMC (PAC) will contact the event’s sponsor
via both tel ephone and letter and informthe sponsor as to why the
band is not able to participate in the event.

1106. REQUEST PROCEDURES. Al witten requests for nusical support
are considered official and nust be approved or di sapproved by
appropriate authority. G vilian sponsors nust conplete DD Form 2536
(MCO 5726.15). This form may be downl oaded via www. usnt. m |/ 2536.

1. Local Events. Requests for Band participation within a 100-mle
radius of its parent command are addressed to the unit’s commandi ng
general. Conmmandi ng generals will determ ne the procedures for
requesting unit support within their commands. These procedures wl|
be published by the command as a policy for requesting nusica
support.
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2. Non-local Events. Requests for Band participation in both
mlitary and civilian events outside a 100-mle radius of its parent
command are referred to CMC (PAC). CMC (PAC) works with | oca
commands when determ ning which band is to be directed to perform
specific musical commtnents. Determination is based upon nonthly
dates of availability submtted by conmandi ng general s of commands
with Marine Corps Bands.

1107. BAND RESPONSI BI LI TIES. WMarine Corps nusician duties are
described in MCO P1200.7. The Band O ficer may al so desi gnate
collateral responsibilities to musician personnel.

1108. APPEARANCES BY | NDI VI DUAL MARI NES

1. Personnel may not be ordered or authorized to | eave their post to
engage in a civilian pursuit, business, or professional activity, if
it interferes with the customary or regul ar enpl oynent of |oca
civilians in their art, trade or business. Conmanders are prohibited
either directly or indirectly fromrequiring active duty personnel to
engage in private, civilian enploynent in conpetition with civilian

| abor or frompermtting themto | eave their posts or duty during
wor ki ng hours for such purposes. (See 10 U. S.C. section 6223b.)

2. Personnel should not be restrained fromengaging in legitimate
and ethical enterprise or enploynent during their off-duty hours.
Marine nusicians are in a 24-hour active duty status and their
mlitary duties shall at all tines take precedence of their tine,
talents, and attention.

3. No individual nmenber of a Marine Corps Band will appear in
uni form as a guest conductor, guest soloist, clinician or adjudicator
unl ess such appearances are in conpliance with directed orders.

a. |If funded by a DOD conponent for such appearances, the Mrine
will receive no additional conpensation fromthe requestor.

b. If funded by a requestor outside of the Federal Governnent,
the nusician will receive no conpensation beyond actual expenses.
Benefits in kind (e.g., plane tickets, prepaid hotel reservations)
are preferred. The Marine may not accept cash. |If benefits are
provi ded by rei mbursenment of expenses, checks nust be made out by the
non- Federal source to the U S. Treasury or the DOD conponent, not to
the individual Marine. (DOD 5500.7-R, Joint Ethical Regulations.)
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CHAPTER 1
OPERATI ONS

SECTI ON 2: OPERATI ONAL CONSI DERATI ONS

1200. CGENERAL. Properly planned and executed Marine Corps Band
operations will ensure the snpboth and coordi nat ed execution of the
band’ s assigned m ssions and decrease the security risks to which the
band is exposed. Failure to properly prepare decreases the unit
capabilities and can ultimately result in the unit failing to
acconplish the mssion. Correct and conplete information is
essential to successfully acconplishing assigned conm tnents.

1201. TRANSPORTATI ON

1. Gound Transportation

a. Vehicular requirenents vary according to personnel strengths
of nmusical units, but normally consist of at |east one full-size (45-
passenger or larger) air-conditioned bus with underside storage and a
covered truck large enough to transport all of the unit’s instrunents
and equi pment. The truck should also include a rear |ift to assist
i n | oadi ng heavy equi pnment and provi de adequate security and
protection for instrunments and equi pnent.

b. Sponsors are expected to provide conmercial charter ground
transportation for nusical units that participate in events within
reasonabl e busing di stance (three hours each way). The supporting
unit may elect to use its organic notor vehicle support.

2. Air Transportation. Air transportation is submtted per MCO
4631.11. Commands and Band O ficers are encouraged, when
coordinating commtnents, to ensure that sponsors electing to use
government air transportation understand that it is tentatively
avai |l abl e and that operational, training or maintenance requirenents
may preenpt airlift support for the band. This may preclude the
band’ s participation in such events.

a. Requests for air in support of CMC (PAC) directed events are
submtted directly to CMC (ASM via Fax and a copy is sent to CMC
(PAC) .
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b. Requests for air in support of mlitary events are submtted
directly to the appropriate airlift coordinator; i.e., Commuander
Marine Corps Air Bases Eastern Area (COMCABEAST), Conmander Mari ne
Corps Air Bases Western Area (COMCABWEST), Navy Air Liaison Ofice
(NALO, etc.

c. DD Form2768. All requests for air support are submtted
using DD Form 2768 (Appendix C). Departure and arrival tinmes are
submtted in Zulu time. Although not specified on the form Block 6
(Desired Flight Itinerary), the departure tine should contain both
the desired and No Earlier Than (NET) times and the arrival tine
shoul d contain both the desired arrival and Not Later Than (NLT)
times. This formmay be found on the DOD Forns Program web site at
http://webl. whs. osd. m | /i cdhone/ FORMIAB. ht m

d. Cancellation of Airlift Support. In those cases where air
transportation is cancelled, the Band Oficer will inmediately notify
the command and CMC (PAC), in that order. The Band Oficer will also
contact the sponsor and i nformthe sponsor why the band will not be

able to participate in the event. Although the cost of commerci al
air transportation is normally prohibitive for nbst sponsors, the
option shoul d be expl ored before support is cancell ed.

1202. DEPLOYMENT AND EMBARKATI ON. The supply section of a Marine
Cor ps Band coordi nates with command enbarkati on offices to ensure the
band is prepared to enbark as directed. Several aspects of enbarking
a band are considered during the preparation and pl anni ng phases

bef ore depl oynent.

1. Water proofing is used to prepare all enbarkation boxes. Cdimate
condi tions nust be controlled to the nmaxi num extent possi bl e because
excessi ve noi sture renders nmany nusical instrunments inoperable,
particularly electronic equipnment, and damages the band s nusic.

2. Misical instrunment repair equi pment and supplies are critical to
sust ai ned m ssion acconplishnment and expeditionary capability. Harsh
climate conditions can drastically shorten the |ife span and reduce
the condition of instrunents to inoperable in relatively short
periods of tine.
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3. The inordinate weight and size of nusical unit equipnent and
instrunments frequently requires specially designed and reinforced
enbar kati on boxes. In those instances where rapid novenent or
performances are required en route to destinations, special plans
must be fornulated to separate the m ni num anount of equi pnent
required to acconplish the mssion. Reducing the equipnent to only
those instrunments and nusic required to support cerenonial and

mar chi ng band conmm tnents speeds enbarkati on planning and tine but
drastically reduces the m ssion capability of a Marine Corps Band.

4. Adequate supply and repair parts nust acconpany the band because
commercial repair facilities and parts are frequently not avail able
in renote | ocations.

1203. BILLETI NG

1. Regardless of accommodations, Marines will not be billeted nore
than three to a room

2. If mlitary facilities are provided, proper consideration will be
given to the mlitary grade. Oficers and staff NCOs will not be
billeted in the sane roons with junior enlisted nenbers.

3. Arrangenents nust include separate billeting of femal e nmenbers
with respect to grade.

4. Mass-type billeting (gymasiunms, arnories, squad bays) is not
consi dered adequate.

5. Billeting in private hones is not normally authorized.
6. Unless agreed upon by the nusical unit, billeting should not be

nmore than a 1-hour drive fromthe site of the performnce.

1204. MESSI NG Adequate nessing is considered to be three neal s per
day at normal norning, afternoon and evening neal hours; two of which
nmust be hot nmeals. Sponsor responsibilities include neals that nust
be consuned en route due to tinme constraints.
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1205. UN FORM

1. Marine Corps Bands wear the uniform (or Marine Corps equival ent)
as prescribed by |local conmmanders for mlitary cerenonies.

2. The Blue Dress uniform appropriately nodified to acconmodate
| ocal tenperatures, is the preferred uniformwhen performng in the
civilian domain.

3. The well nmaintained canouflage utility is authorized for wear by
t he cerenonial marchi ng band during inclenent weather conditions.
The all weather coat may be worn as an alternative outer garnent
during incl enent weat her.

1206. GOVERNMENT TRAVEL CREDI T CARDS. All Government frequent
travelers are required to possess a Governnment travel credit card.
This card is used to pay and docunent expenses for billeting and
messing while on mlitary orders. It may al so be used for energency
si tuations when inadequate or no billeting, nmessing or transportation
is provided.

1. Local conmands will devel op and publish guidelines for the use of
Governnment travel credit cards. These guidelines nmust be clearly
understood by all mnusical unit personnel. Indiscrimnate use of
these cards is prohibited.

2. Use of the travel credit cards by nusical units should be limted
to energency situations and requires that every effort be nmade to
contact appropriate command representatives (i.e., Chief of

Staff, Staff Secretary, Command Duty O ficer, etc.) before the

nmusi cal unit | eader authorizes their use.

1207. LI M TATI ONS

1. Conbat Environnent. Marine Corps Bands cannot performlive nusic
in areas contam nated by nucl ear, chem cal or biological exchange or
during periods of intense direct or indirect fire.

2. \Weather. The safety of our Marines is inportant. Performance
during hazardous weather conditions; i.e., wind chill bel ow 40°
l[ightning, rain, etc., is not required. ConRel events are unlikely
to be conducted under these conditions; however, once commtted to
participate in such events, Marine Corps Bands will, within reason,
perform during such conditions if those events are hel d.
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1208. OPERATI ONAL PLANNI NG Band m ssions require proper planning,
coordi nati on and execution. Wile each performance is different, the
pl anni ng process is acconplished in a consistent manner that is
readi | y understood throughout the Marine Corps. To facilitate the

pl anni ng, the Band O ficer and senior enlisted staff routinely

consi der and devel op answers within a five paragraph order format.

1. Situation. The Band O ficer obtains information and intelligence
to understand the assessnent of the current situation. The detai
needed to performthe band’ s mission is obtained by active
coordination with the command or requesting sponsor.

2. Mssion. The mssion is derived fromthe m ssion analysis, the
tasking received fromthe unit that has band OPCON, and coordi nation
with the requestor

3. Execution. The Band Oficer visualizes the execution of the

m ssion fromstart to finish in the formof a concept of operation,
specific taskings, and internal and external coordination

i nstructions.

4. Adm nistration and Logistics. To acconplish the mssion, the
band requires support. Support requirenents for material and

servi ces, nedical support, personnel support, civil/mlitary
cooperation, as well as security concerns vary for each conmtnent.
These needs are beyond the band’s organic capabilities that nust be
fulfilled by the sponsor/requestor, other units, and agencies in
order to acconplish the m ssion.

5. Command and Signal. The Band O ficer prescribes the command
structure for the perform ng ensenble assigned.

6. Marine Corps Bands shoul d devel op conm tnent checklists to ensure
all functions of the operational planning are conpl eted.
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CHAPTER 2

THE CEREMONI AL BAND

2000. GENERAL. Music performed at cerenonies hel ps build
ent husiasm maintain notivation, increase devotion to duty, and stir
a sense of national patriotism

2001. TEMPO. The prescribed tenpo for marching troops is between
104 and 116 beats per mnute. Conmmanders, however, retain the
prerogative to march their conmand at a tenpo deened appropri ate.

2002. CONTI NUOUS PERFORVANCE W THOUT RELI EF. Conmmanders and

Bandl eaders nust be aware that it is physically inpossible to play a
wi nd instrunent for a prolonged period of tinme wthout relief. Six
m nutes (two average-length marches) is the maxi mum | ength of
practical continuous performance. The interval of rest (cadence
provi ded by the percussion section, if necessary) should equal at

| east the length of one average march (three mnutes). Extended
conti nuous performance by a band | owers the nusical quality and risks
possi ble injury to the nusicians.

2003. UNSUI TABLE TERRAIN. The nusical quality of the cerenoni al
band is jeopardi zed when required to performwhile nmarching over
terrain that offers insecure footing. Under such conditions, the
band should remain stationary while playing. Wen necessary to nmarch
over unsuitable terrain, the percussion section alone should furnish
t he necessary nmarchi ng cadence.

2004. ATHLETI C EVENTS AND EXHI BI TION DRILLS. Marine Corps Bands do
not normally performhalf-time shows or exhibition drills. The high
tenpo of band operations and anount of tinme required to devel op
exhibition drill precludes the performance of a Marine Corps Band
during half-tine shows. As tine permts, Marine Corps Bands may
provi de special drills for Mlitary Tattoos.

2005. PERFORVMANCE OF THE U.S. NATI ONAL ANTHEM  Mari ne Cor ps Bands
are required to performthe U S. National Anthem for appropriate
occasions (U S. Navy Regul ations, Chapter 12 and NAVMC 2691).
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1. Marine Corps Bands use only the arrangenent of the “Star Spangl ed
Banner” authorized by the DOD (Appendix D). Wen a cerenony requires
nmore than one nation’s anthem an appropriate drumroll is played

bet ween each anthem The National Anthem of the United States is

pl ayed | ast (U. S Navy Regul ations, Chapter 12). \Wen properly
performed, the tinme span of the entire anthem should be approxi mately
ei ghty seconds.

2. Marine Corps Bands are prepared to performthe National Anthem
regardl ess of the size of the nusical ensenble. A piano soloist my
performthe National Anthemin those cases where instrunentation is
not sufficient or will not |end appropriate dignity. “To The Col or”
may be used instead of the National Anthem (Appendi x B)

3. U S Navy Regul ations, Chapter 12, paragraph 1204; prohibits the
pl ayi ng of the National Anthem of the United States, or of any other
country, as a part of a nedl ey.

4. DOD Instruction 1005.4 contains further guidance on the
performance of “The Star Spangl ed Banner,” Foreign National Anthens
and “Hail to the Chief.”

2006. PERFORMANCE OF “THE MARINES HYMWN.” The Edward M Van Loock
arrangenent of “The Marines’ Hymn” is designated as the officia
arrangenent; however, the Donald R Hunsberger arrangenent is equally
accepted for performance.

1. “The Marines’ Hym” is perforned as a mlitary march for the
Mari ne Corps and not as a college fight song or popul ar nel ody.
Repeat ed or up-tenpo perfornmances are i nappropriate.

2. The follow ng guidelines for performance shall be foll owed when
“The Marines’ Hymm” is performed on the march or when troops are
mar ching to the nusic.

a. “The Marines’ Hym” is played inits entirety. The “tag”
(Hunsberger arrangenent) is not played.

b. The tenpo is 116 to 120 beats per m nute, except when

performed to acconpany the cake escort for Marine Corps’ birthday
cer enoni es.
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3. “The Marines’ Hymn,” nmay be preceded by 32 neasures of the nel ody
strain of “Anchor’s Awnmeigh,” in mlitary cerenoni es where Navy
personnel are part of the cerenpony. Local conmanders determ ne which
cerenonies are appropriate for performance of “Anchor’s Aweigh.”

4. U S. Marine Corps nusical units are prepared to perform “The
Marine’ Hymm” regardl ess of the unit size.

5. Appendix Eis a history of “The Marines’ Hymn.”

2007. THE MJUSIC FLIP FOLDER. The cerenoni al band uses a flip fol der
when performng nusic that is not nenorized. Misicians nmay have
problems with the use of flip folders for rehearsals or perfornmnces.
These problens detract fromthe band’ s professional appearance and
can be avoided. The follow ng guidelines pertain to the use and care
of the flip fol der

1. Rubber bands secure the flip folder base to the nusic |yre and
are w apped around the windows to secure themto the base of the flip
folder (figure 2-1).

2. The nusic is placed in performance order.

3. Musicians should perform periodic mai ntenance checks on this
equi pnent .

Wen required to march, the cerenonial band
is authorized to wear duty brass and music pouch with cover when
wearing the Blue Dress or Service uniform The nusic pouch and cover
can be procured fromcivilian sources per MCO 4225.2. The follow ng
gui dance pertains to the wear of the mnusic pouch.

2100. GENERAL. Instrunent nmanual is a series of instrunenta
positions perforned in a cadence count. Mbst are precision novenents

executed on conmand or signal by the Conductor or Drum Major. Sone
are situational and executed as a part of band drill.

2101. POSITIONS OF THE | NSTRUMENT

1. Carry. Primary instrunent carriage when not playing.

2. Parade Rest and At Ease. Instrunment carriage at the position of
rest.
3. Rest. Instrunment carriage when not marching or playing for an

extended ti ne.

4. Ready. Instrunment carriage to nove fromone position to another
during instrunment manual .

5. Prepare to Play. Instrunment carriage in the playing position.

6. Alternate Carry. Instrunment carriage to provide wind instrunents
a rest fromthe playing position during extended neasures of rest.

7. Protect. Instrunent carriage in areas of restricted space to
prevent damage to the instrument or harmto personnel.

8. Trail. Instrunment carriage while marching in the dimnish
formation.

2102. GENERAL RULES FOR STATI ONARY MOVEMENTS. Cui delines for
individual drill are described in NAVMC 2691. Additional guidelines
are provided to allow for the carriage of instrunents.

1. Assune the position of attention with instrunments at the Carry on
t he conmand FALL I N or BAND, ATTENTI ON.
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2. Par ade Rest

a. Assune the position of parade rest on the command PARADE,
REST; AT EASE;, or REST. Counts to execute this novenent vary by
i nstrunent.

(count one of parade rest for nost instruments) on the preparatory
command, BAND or STANDBY...BAND. On the command of execution, cone
to the Carry in a one count novenent.

3. Rest

a. The instrunent manual for rest is executed on command by the
Drum Major and is a different command than REST (i.e., SET ‘ EM DOAN
or HEAVIES).

rest. Not all instrunents execute this novenment while at attention.
This is not a precision novenent therefore it has no counts.

THE CEREMONI AL BAND

SECTI ON 3: BAND DRI LL

2300. GENERAL

1. A cerenonial marching band consists of a headquarters and four
i nstrunmental sections (woodw nd, high brass, |ow brass and
percussion). The band headquarters consists of the Conductor and
Drum Maj or.

2. Files in the band are nunbered fromleft to right and ranks are
nunbered fromfront to rear

3. The band forns in colum of four or nore files wwth two paces
bet ween ranks and files. The band forns and marches in col umm.

4. In band drill, if all nusicians are to execute novenents
si mul t aneousl y, the novenent is executed on command or signal by the
Drum Maj or or Conduct or.

2301. GENERAL RULES FOR BAND DRILL. @uidelines for platoon drill
are published in NAVMC 2691, Marine Corps Drill and Cerenonies
Manual . Additional guidelines are published as follows for the
cerenoni al marchi ng band.

1. The Drum Maj or establishes the step size. The size step is
usually a 24-26 inch step

2. \Wiile marching, the band rarely halts froma full step. The
occasional use of halting fromthe full step is in conjunction with
the Sl ow March

3. \Wien at Mark Tine, the percussion section keeps their toes on the
deck. The heel is raised about one inch off the deck.

4. Instrunents and drunsticks are carried in the right hand,

allowing the left armto swing naturally and uniformy throughout the
formation. The piccolo and drunsticks may swng with the right arm
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5. The free armswi ngs naturally only when at the full step. The
armis | ocked at the side when executing pivots, half step, mark tine
and is locked the left step before and after executing instrunent
manual on the march

6. To the Rear and Change Step are not practical band novenents for
many band nenbers while carrying instrunents, and are not executed in
band drill.

7. After formng the band, the percussion section should be brought
to Prepare to Play to execute a cadence or stick tap before the
ver bal command FORWARD MARCH i s given

8. Wien required to count steps, counting begins on the first left
step follow ng command or signal of execution for all novenents
except the right turn. Counting steps for the right turn begins on
the first left step in the new direction.

2302. POSTS OF | NDI VI DUALS

1. DrumMajor. The Drum Maj or assumes a position centered in front
of the block band, a distance of one pace nore than the nunber of
files. Wen the Conductor is conducting, the Drum Maj or assunes a
position two paces to the right and on line with the first rank of
the band. In the concert formation, the Drum Maj or posts two paces
to the right and on line with the right side (i.e., the trunpet
section).

2. Conductor. The Conductor assunes a position two paces to the
right and on line with the first rank of the band. |In the event it
becones inpractical for the Conductor to march to the right of the
first rank, the Conductor noves to a position two paces to the rear
and two paces to the right of the Drum Major. Wen conducting the
band, the Conductor assunmes a position centered in front of the band.

2303. EXCHANCGE OF PCSITIONS. Wien required to conduct the band, the
Drum Maj or and Conduct or exchange positions. A pre-arranged signa
all ows both Marines to sinultaneously begin this novenent.
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1. The Conductor nmarches forward six paces, executes a left face as
in marching on the sixth step, and nmarches to the Drum Major’s
position. On reaching this position, the Conductor halts and faces
as appropri ate.

2. The Drum Maj or, facing the band, marches forward toward the
center of the band, marches past the first rank, nakes a left face as
in marching and marches to the Conductor’s position. On reaching
this position, the Drum Major halts and executes left face (figure 2-
105) .

3. Wien appropriate for the Conductor and Drum Major to resune their
normal positions, the exchange takes place as descri bed.

4. There is no set pattern for exchanging positions in the concert
formati on.

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2304. ALIGNVENT AND GUIDE. The cerenonial marching band marches in
a block band. (Band formations are described later in the text.)

1. Alignnent is towards the center of the band. The center file is
the guide file if there are an odd nunber of files. |If there are an
even nunber of files, then alignnent is to the file right of center.

2. The guide file maintains two paces between ranks within the band.
Di agonal s are effective in helping the guide file maintain this

di st ance. The guide file also maintains a distance of one pace nore
than the nunber of files between the band and Drum Maj or.

3. The front rank maintains the two pace interval between files.
This is especially inmportant when required to execute a counter
mar ch.

4. \Wen executing a turn, alignnent is in the direction of the turn
until the next command or signal. The pivot Marine is the first
musician in the flanking file. Alignnment returns to the guide file
upon the execution of the next command or signal.

5. In a dimnished front band, alignnment is to the right file.

6. Wen executing a change of direction in the dimnished front,
alignnment is in the direction of the flanking file. The pivot Marine
is the first musician in the flanking file. Alignnment returns to the
right file after conpleting the novenent.

2305. TO FORM THE BAND. The Drum Maj or forms the band in colum
with two paces between ranks and files on the command FALL IN. There
is no signal to execute this novenent.

1. The Drum Maj or takes post where so designated, assunes the
Position of Attention, and commands, FALL IN

2. The front rank of the guide file takes post so that the first
rank is aligned on the Drum Maj or at one pace nore than the nunber of
files in the band. Misicians fall in at attention with instrunents
at the Carry. While there is no set pattern for positioning
nmusi ci ans within the band, the follow ng principles increase the

ef fectiveness of the cerenonial marchi ng band.

a. Tronbones are positioned in the front rank. Euphoni um and
horn usually fill in the gaps.
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b. Sousaphones and tall nusicians are positioned in the rear
rank or flank files of the band.

c. The percussion section is positioned near the rear of the
band with the bass drummer on the right flank.

d. Trunpets are positioned near the rear of the band, usually
in front of the percussion section.

e. Instrunental sections with simlar tonal registers and
ti mbres are grouped together when possible. Piccolos nmay be placed
on opposite flanks of the band.

f. Fill the front rank, flanks and guide file. Wen necessary,
open spaces should be in the last rank. Open positions in the mddle
of the formation interfere with alignnment and nmay conplicate turns
and ot her marchi ng novenents (figure 2-106).

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2307. TURNS FOR THE BLOCK BAND. This novenent changes the direction
of march of the block band to the left (right). It is executed while
halted at attention or marching.

1. On the Drum Major’s signal, the Marine on the front of the left
(right) flank takes one step forward and faces to the left (right) as
in marching. This Marine then narches forward eight |eft steps and
executes Half Step.

It is
executed fromthe block band while halted at attention or marching
and only when not playing. The verbal command is DIM N SH THE FRONT
TO THE RI GHT, MARCH. There is no signal for this novenent.

a. On the command, DIM NI SH THE FRONT TO THE RIGHT, the files
| eft of center execute a right face. Saxophones and trunpets in the
dimnishing files execute Protect on count one of the facing
movenent.

There is no signal for this novenent.

1. On the conmand of execution, the pivot Marine faces to the |eft
(right) as in marching then executes Half step. Wen the Marines in
the rank are abreast, they resunme the full step.

2. Oher Marines of the |leading rank twi ce oblique to the left

of the pivot Marine, and conformto his or her step. They execute
the first oblique at the command of execution.

a. On the command of execution, MARCH, the files originally right
of center in the block band, including the guide file if an odd
nunbered front band, take one step forward and begin mark tinme for
ei ght steps. (The front rank does not take the step forward but
executes mark tine.) The files originally left of center in the
bl ock band face half left in marching, and step off at a 45° angle
fromthe direction of march. All instrunments execute Protect on the

b. The extending files march at a chopped step in the oblique to
a point on line with the non-extending files of their respective
ranks. Maneuver continues as described in paragraph 2310(1),
however, the steps to close ranks to the two pace interval needs to
be adj usted because the front rank takes the steps forward after the
command of execution, MARCH

2311. CONCERT FORVATION. This novenent forns the block band into a
concert formation to allow for a nore bal anced ensenble sound. It is
executed while halted at attention or mark tine. The verbal command
i s CONCERT FORMATI ON, MARCH. The signal is CONCERT FORMATI ON.

1. During the first eight nmeasures of the cadence the foll ow ng
si mul t aneous novenents occur.

a. On the signal or command of execution, the front rank executes
mark tinme for two counts then face to the left in marching.
Tronbones are brought to Protect on the first left step of mark tine.
The Marine on the left flank takes one step, executes a right
obl i que, and then takes the appropriate left steps until the front
rank is positioned two paces fromthe bl ock band’ s flank. The front
rank then executes mark tine.

b. Sousaphones step to the left in marching and march parall el
down the left flank of the block band and are positioned on the |eft
side of the formation two paces behind the tronbone section or they
may remai n behind the percussion section.

c. The trunpet rank takes one step forward, faces to the right in
mar chi ng and marches parallel down the right flank of the bl ock band.
The | ead Marine executes a right oblique upon reaching the origina
position of the front rank, and then takes the appropriate |left steps
until the trunpet rank is positioned two paces fromthe bl ock band.
The trunpet rank then executes mark tine.
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d. Marines in the center of the Concert Formation begin mark
tinme.

2. During the second ei ght neasures of the cadence the follow ng
si mul t aneous novenents occur.

a. Ranks that have forned the sides of the Concert Formation pick
up the two pace interval and begin mark tine.

b. The front rank of the center of the Concert Formation takes
one step forward, then mark tinme. Remaining ranks in the center of
the Concert Formation, march forward until recovering the tw pace
interval and begin mark tinmne.

c. At the end of the cadence, all ranks halt, face inboard (as
appropriate) and return to the Carry (figure 2-112).

3. If required to execute this formation while instrunents are at
Prepare to Play, execute the Concert Formation signal to coincide
with the |ast four bars of the phrase. Misicians sinultaneously
bring instruments down while beginning to formthe Concert Formation.

2312. POSTS. This noverment is used to re-formthe block band from
Concert Fornmation. It is executed while halted at attention. The
verbal command is POST, MARCH There is no signal to execute this
novement .

1. On the preparatory command POST the foll ow ng sinultaneous
novement s occur

a. The left side of the formation faces to the right.
b. The right side of the formation faces to the left.

c. The center of the formati on executes about face. Saxophones
and euphoniuns bring their instrunments to the Protect when executing
about face. The percussion section executes a |left face and brings
sticks to Prepare to Pl ay.

2. On the command of execution, MARCH, the percussion section picks
up the drum cadence. During the first eight bars of the cadence the
foll ow ng sinmultaneous novenents occur.
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a. Tronbones execute Protect and march forward until returning to
their original position in the block band and then execute mark tine.
The second rank of the left side of the formation returns to their
original position in the block band and executes mark tine.

b. The right side of the formati on marches forward, returning to
their original position in the block band and executes mark tine.

c. The center of the formati on marches forward returning to their
original position in the block band and executes mark tinme. The
per cussi on section executes a left face as in marching and then
mar ches forward until returning to their original position in the
bl ock band and executes mark tine.

3. During the second eight bars of the cadence the foll ow ng
si mul t aneous novenents occur. Alignnent is to the front during the
execution of the maneuver.

a. Marines returning to the block band fromthe |eft side of
Concert Formation mark tinme for two |eft steps then execute a four
count turn to the front.

b. Marines returning to the block band fromthe right side of
Concert Formation mark tinme for two left steps then execute a four
count turn to the front.

c. Marines returning to the block band fromthe center of Concert
Formati on execute an eight count turn to the right until facing to
the front.

d. Marines then prepare for the next conmand or signal.

2313. DI SM SSI NG THE BAND. This novenment is used to dism ss the
band. It is executed with the block band in colum or the dimnished
front band in line while halted at attention. The verbal command is
DI SM SSED. There is no signal to execute this novenent. The drum
maj or usually di sm sses the band.
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2314. SLOW MARCH

1. Background. The Slow March is a traditional British cerenoni al

drill step that has been adapted for use by Marine Corps Bands. The
Slow March is often requested by the command for trooping the Iine
during the Sound O f. It may also be perfornmed in street parades

when it is possible to slightly delay the line of march w thout an
adverse effect.

2. Misic. The nmusic for the Slow March is no slower than the nusic
for quick time. There is often a change in the selection of nusic
that is nore majestic in character. Waltzes can be used with only a
smal | variation in technique.

3. | nstructi ons

a. The Slow March is considered to have two beats per neasure
(common tinme), each with a preceding upbeat. Starting fromthe halt,
the command is SLOW MARCH, MARCH. (The traditional conmand commonly
used with pipe bands is ROLLS BY THE CENTER, SLON MARCH.) On
execution (an upbeat), the left foot noves forward about one-half
step, pauses as if checked, and then glides forward with the wei ght
of the body shifting to the |lead foot. This foot contacts the deck
on the downbeat. The step continues with the right foot - first the
prelimnary hal f-step, pause as if checked, and then glide forward
with the weight of the body on the lead foot. (Sonme British texts
descri be the Sl ow March as being one continuous novenent and
criticize the checked step as being a fault in the execution.)

b. Wen executing the Slow March, the feet are kept at an angle
with the toes pointed slightly down. Toes are placed on the ground
first with the outer edge of the sole going to the ground before the
heel. Feet are placed directly in front of one another as if wal king
on a line. The outward angle of the feet is carefully nmaintained to
overconme the tendency to | ose one’s bal ance.

4. Execution
a. Mrches in a Sinple Meter. |If the nusic selected for the Slow

March is in sinple tinme, the steps are executed as illustrated

c. Wiltzes. Waltzes are perforned simlar to marches in a
conmpound nmeter. One waltz neasure should equal 54-60 beats per
m nute. \Wen conbined in two neasure increnents, the feel of the
meter is equivalent to marches in a conpound neter. The foot in the
checked step is brought up on the second beat of the neasure and
pl aced on the deck on the downbeat of the follow ng neasure (figure
2-115) .

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d. The Initial Step. Stepping off fromthe halt requires a
prelimnary checked step. This may occur before the first note of
the nmusic or on the anacrusis to the first neasure. This inherently
awkward situation can be prevented by preceding the initial step with
one or two three-beat rolls or by a fanfare/introduction to the
nmel ody.

e. The Halt

(1) Traditional. At the last neasure or place selected for
the halt, the left foot is raised and put down smartly and audi bly
next to the right. The signal for Halt is not practical for this
novenent .

(2) Contenporary. At the |last neasure or place sel ected
for the halt, the right foot is raised, paused as if checked, and put
down smartly. The signal for Halt is not practical for this
nmovenent; rather, the signal for Cease Play may be used.
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CHAPTER 2
THE CEREMONI AL BAND
SECTI ON 4: CEREMONI ES

2400. GENERAL. Cerenonies are conducted as prescribed in U S Navy
Regul ations, chapter 12 and NAVMC 2691, Marine Corps Drill and

Cer enoni es Manual. Band support is limted to battalion or higher-
level mlitary cerenonies. The follow ng additional guidelines or
nodi fications pertain to specific band functions during cerenonies.

2401. REVI EW5

1. Formation of Troops. The band is positioned 12 paces to the right
of and on line with the | eading el enent of troops.

Note. The band may play pre-cerenony nusic before the review This
is perfornmed with the band centered on and in front of the review ng
area, or fromtheir position in the line of troops. After the pre-
cerenony music, the band takes its place in the line of march.

a. The band sounds “Attention” on the Adjutant’s comrand, SOUND
ATTENTI ON.

b. The band perfornms “Adjutant’s Call” on the Adjutant’s command,
SOUND ADJUTANT' S CALL. This is followed by an appropriate march. As
the | eading el enent of troops nears its position, the band lowers its
volunme to allow the troops to hear the conmands of the unit | eader.
The band ceases to play when all the troops have reached their
positions and are halted.

Note. |If troops are on |ine before the start of a review, a march is
not played i mrediately follow ng Adjutant’s Call.

c. Trooping the Colors. The band follows the guidelines as
descri bed in NAVMC 2691, paragraph 16-6. |If a Presentation of
Decorations and | ndividual Retirement (NAVMC 2691, chapter 14) is
conducted later in the cerenony, the band perforns “To the Col or”
vice the National Anthem for the Trooping of the Colors.
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d. Retreat. |If required to perform®“Retreat,” after the
commander of troops commands, PRESENT, ARMS, and SOUND RETREAT, the
Drum Maj or salutes and the band perforns “Retreat” imedi ately
foll owed by the National Anthem The Conductor faces about and
sal utes after conducting the National Anthem Salutes are term nated
on the commander of troops command, ORDER, ARMS.

2. Presentation and Honors. When the Reviewing Oficer is in
position, the Commander of Troops commands PRESENT, ARMS. The band
perfornms the appropriate nusical honors as prescribed in U S. Navy
Regul ati ons, chapter 12 upon the salute of the Comrmander of Troops.
The Conductor faces about and salutes after conpleting the honors
music. Salutes are term nated on the Conmander of Troops conmand
ORDER, ARMS.

Note. |If saluting guns are required, a pre-arranged signal between
the Drum Major and artillery may be necessary to coordinate the
begi nning of the gun salute and the end of the nusic.

3. Inspection

a. The Conductor conducts the band in appropriate nusic,
mai ntaining a strict tenpo, as the reviewing party steps to inspect
the formation. As the reviewing party starts its inspection of the
right flank of the band, the Conductor faces to the front and with
the Drum Maj or, execute hand salute until the party has passed the
left flank of the band. After term nating the salute, the Conductor
faces about and resunes conducting the band.

b. The band ceases to play when the inspecting party has
conpleted the inspection and returned to its position.

4. March in Revi ew

a. On the Commander of Troops’ command, PASS IN REVIEW the
Conduct or and Drum Maj or exchange positions. The Drum Maj or
repositions the band as determ ned by the size of the parade field
and the line of march. Nornmally this is a distance of 20-30 paces
fromthe |l eading element of the formation. During this novenent a
percussioni st provides a stick tap.

b. Wen the band is halted in position, the Drum Major signals
I nstrunents Up. After the instrunents are in the playing position,
t he desi gnated commander provides the command to begin the pass in
review (i.e., FORWARD, MARCH, RI GHT TURN, MARCH, etc.).
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c. On the conmmand MARCH, the Drum Maj or gives the down beat and
t he band marches forward simultaneously with the first note of
“Senper Fidelis.” The band follows the prescribed Iine of march.

d. The Conductor sinultaneously salutes with the Drum Maj or when
the Drum Major is six paces fromthe Reviewwng Oficer. Salutes are
term nated when the last nusician is six paces past the Review ng
Oficer.

e. The band executes three left turns and halts centered on the
senior reviewng official. The Drum Major halts the band at | east
twel ve paces fromthe left flank of the marching troops (figure 2-
116).

f. The band continues to play until the troops have passed the
reviewing stand. After all troops have passed the revi ewi ng stand,
the band perfornms “The Marines’” Hymm” in place. Special requests for
music wll be perfornmed before “The Marines’” Hy€tm.” The Drum Mj or,
facing the Reviewing Oficer, executes Mace Salute during “The
Marines’ Hym.”

g. Following “The Marines’ Hym,” the band marches forward
simul taneously with the bugle strain of “Senper Fidelis,” executes
| eft turn and marches forward into the line of march as it marches
off the field.
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2402. PRESENTATI ON OF DECORATI ONS AND | NDI VI DUAL RETI REMENT. The
band perforns as described in NAVMC 2691, chapter 14.

Navy Regul ations, chapter 12, imedi ately followed by “The
Marines’ Hymm.” “Ruffles and Flourishes” are perfornmed in the key of
“The Marines’ Hymm.”
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2405. FUNERALS. The band perfornms support as required in NAVMC
2691, chapter 19.

1. The percussion section, wthout cynbals, provides the cadence
with snares off (figure 2-119). When required to bring w nd
instrunments to Prepare to Play, the cadence is cut on the drop of the
Roll O f signal and then the percussion section plays the Funera

Roll O f (figure 2-120).

2. If full band support is not required, one trunpeter provides the

support at the gravesite.

2406. MARI NE CORPS BI RTHDAY CEREMONY. Band support is normally
limted to a “cut-down” band because of the high demand for the
band’ s services during the Marine Corps’ Birthday cel ebrations.

The band provides support as required in NAVMC 2691, chapter 22 with
the foll owi ng nodifications.

1. The drumand trunpet detail fall into position with the band
after marching onto the dance floor playing “French Foreign Legion”
mar ch.

2. If nusical honors are to be rendered, the band only perforns such
honors to the senior official (guest of honor or senior flag officer)
participating in the cerenony. The band does not perform nusical
honors to flag officers or dignitaries attending the cerenony.

3. The band plays a slow version of “The Marines’ Hymm” (paragraph
2006) and “Auld Lang Syne,” during the presentation and cutting of
t he cake.
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4. Upon conclusion of the cerenony, after all escorts have cleared
t he dance floor, the band plays “The Marines’” Hym.” The drum and
trunpet detail does not close to the center and march down the dance
fl oor.

2407. RELI EF AND APPO NTMENT OF THE SERGEANT MAJOR.  The band
perfornms support as required in NAVMC 2691, chapter 23.

2408. | NDOOR CEREMONI ES

1. Wen circunstances require cerenonies (mlitary or civilian) to
be hel d indoors, and the cerenonial band is standing, the Conductor
and nusicians remain covered in order for the Conductor to render
appropri ate sal utes.

2. If mlitary commanders choose to conduct the cerenony w thout
covers or the cerenonial band is seated, the nusicians should be
uncovered. The wearing of covers while the band is seated may
obstruct the vision of sone nusicians and conprom se the quality of
the band’ s performance. This guidance also pertains to seated

per f or mances conduct ed out doors.

2409. MESS NIGHTS. Periodically, small cerenonial ensenbl es support
Mess Nights. Support normally includes one piccolo, trunpet and
drum The following information is provided as a guide for a band’'s
function during a mess night or dining in (Appendix F).

1. Call to Dinner. A trunpeter sounds “First Call” 10 to 15 m nutes
before dinner. At 5 mnutes before dinner, a trunpeter sounds
“Oficers Call” if an officers nmess or “First Sergeant’s Call” if an
enlisted mess (Appendix A). If required to play for the nenbers of
the ness while they enter the dining room the trunpeter sounds “Sea
Soldiers” (Appendix G. “Senper Fidelis” is played while the nenbers
of the head table proceed to their places.

2. \Wien the Head Chef is ready to present the roast beef to the
Presi dent of the Mess, a piccolo and drumrer render “Roast Beef of
A d Engl and” (Appendix G as the Head Chef noves to the head table.
The nmusic may al so be played as the Head Chef noves fromthe head
tabl e.
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3. Toasts. Misic for toasts is usually perforned by the full
ensenble (i.e., cut-down band) or piano sol oist.

a. The President of the United States. This nusic consists of
the “Star Spangl ed Banner” or “Hail to the Chief.”

b. Foreign Heads of State. The appropriate national anthemis
performed for the head of state of any foreign guests.

(1) Sone foreign anthens are too |lengthy as to be appropriate
for the occasion, but shortening any anthemis strictly prohibited.
Perform ng a portion of the reginmental march or song of the unit of
t he Guest of Honor is recommended in lieu of the national anthem of
that country. The trio strain of “The United Nations March”! is
frequently used when there are too nmany foreign guests as to preclude
the playing of all their appropriate national anthens. “Hands Across
the Sea”? is sonmetinmes used as an al ternative.

(2) Conductors should use care when performng foreign
nati onal anthens to ensure the correct anthemis perforned for those
countries that have different anthens for different occasions.

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CHAPTER 3
ADM NI STRATI ON

SECTI ON 2: | NSTRUMENTAL AUDI TI ONS

3200. FUNCTION. Instrunmental auditions provide the Band O ficer
Wi th an accurate assessnent of the operational capabilities of the
i ndi vi dual Marines under his or her charge. Al Mrine mnusicians
(MOS 5526 to 5566) assigned to commands are auditioned.

3201. RESPONSIBILITY. The Band Oficer, or Enlisted Bandl eader in
t he absence of a Band O ficer, is directly responsible for ensuring
that all instrunental auditions are conpleted. Conpleted auditions
refer to the admnistrative action of conpleting the audition and
ensuring that all audition fornms are conpleted and fil ed.

3202. AUTHORI ZED PERSONNEL. The Band O ficer and Enlisted

Bandl eader audition Marine nusicians to evaluate their technica
skills and audition applicants for Marine Corps Bands to determ ne
their QJT or entry-level qualifications per MCO 1130.53. 1In the
absence of one or both of these MOS billets, the nbost senior Mrine
conpleting the Enlisted Bandl eader Course may adjudi cate auditions
within a Marine Corps Band. This individual is not authorized to
audi tion applicants for assignnment wthin a Marine Corps Band.

3203. PRCFI CI ENCY SCORES. Musical ability scores will be assessed
according to the criteria set forth in the nost current edition of
MCO 1510. 79.

3204. FREQUENCY

1. Inventory Audition. An inventory audition should be adm nistered
to all Marine nusicians within 45 days of joining the band. This
audition serves as a benchmark for all followon auditions to neasure
progression or regression of skills.

2. Sem -Annual. Sem -annual auditions are required to be
administered in the 1%' and 3'% quarters of each cal endar year for al
Mari ne nusi ci ans who have not achieved a mninumability score of 3.0
on the previous audition.
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3. Annual. Annual auditions will be admnistered to all eligible
Mar i ne nusi ci ans who have achieved a m ninmum score of 3.0 (Note: In
no case will an eligible Marine nusician not be auditioned a m ni mum

of one tinme in one cal endar year regardl ess of score achieved.)

4. Special. Additional auditions nmay be necessary to re-evaluate
the Marine's nusical proficiency. These circunstances include, but
are not limted to, placenent within the ensenble, pronotion, re-
enlistnment, assignment to B-billet duty, etc.

3205. SUBSTANDARD ABI LI TY SCORES. If a Mari ne achi eves a
substandard ability score (M2O P1200.7), the Band O ficer or Enlisted
Bandl eader will counsel the individual and deternm ne a re-audition
dat e.

1. Re-auditions are not normally schedul ed | ess than 15 days from
the audition that resulted in a substandard score.

2. If a Marine establishes a pattern of substandard performnce via
auditions or in daily performance, admi nistrative or disciplinary
action may be taken. A pattern of substandard performance wl |
normal Iy be considered as two substandard auditions during one

cal endar year.
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CHAPTER 4

PUBLI C AFFAI RS

4000. OBJECTIVES. Marine Corps Community Rel ations (ConRel)
activities are targeted to neet the foll owi ng objectives:

1. Increase public awareness and understandi ng of the Mrine
Corps, its mssions, responsibilities and role in the DOD and DON

2. Encourage young nmen and wonen to enlist in the Marine Corps.

3. Develop and naintain public goodwi Il toward the Marine Corps by
cultivating an appreciation of our heritage, traditions, standards
and historic contributions to the preservation of freedom

4001. MARKETI NG AND PUBLI C AFFAI RS REPRESENTATI VE (MPA). The

Enli sted Bandl eader is responsible for a band’ s marketing and public
affairs section. The Band O ficer designates a Band MPA to perform
the foll ow ng functions:

1. Liaison with the command Public Affairs O fice, conmtnent
sponsors, and other MPAs to assist in generating publicity for band
performances. This includes printing or devel opi ng prograns,
posters, flyers, public service announcenents, press packages, and
any ot her neans of marketing appropriate for the |location and type of
per f or mance.

2. Liaison with the appropriate Marine Corps District Misician
Techni cal Assistant (MIA), District MPA, and local recruiter

i medi ately after the comm tnent has been approved by the conmand or
directed by HQMC. The band MPA is the point of contact with the
sponsor or District MIA and MPA

3. \When appropriate, prepare letters for the Band Oficer’s
signature. These letters will relate to upcom ng or conpl eted
performances (i.e., letters of appreciation to sponsors, invitations
to performances, etc.). Letters of this nature are extrenely
effective and enhance mlitary and civilian ConRel.
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4. Maintain historical records of the band (i.e., pictures, newspaper
articles, etc.).

4002. MARI NE CORPS PERSONNEL PROCUREMENT PROGRAMS. Marine Corps
Bands support Marine Corps personnel procurenent progranms in the
civilian community and assist recruiters in acconplishing their

m ssi ons.

1. Marine Corps Bands should encourage the recruiting district MPAs
or recruiting station (RS) MPAto arrange for clinics with high
school and coll ege bands within the |ocal comunity and during
schedul ed trips which require the band to be away fromthe | oca
conmand.

2. To help in publicizing the band s performance, band MPAs shoul d
arrange with the RS MPA and the district MITA to invite | ocal high
school and col |l ege band directors and nusicians to schedul ed
performances. Conplete information pertaining to the band’ s
performance will be provided to the MIA and MPA (i.e., date, tine,

| ocation and type of perfornmance).

4003. PRESS PACKACES

1. A Press Package is a Marine Corps Band’ s principal neans of

comuni cating significant information about the unit. It describes
the command, the band, the band’s key personnel and various
ensenbles. It also lists inportant facts about the band, its

achi evenents and history, and provides a neans of contacting the band
for future comm tnents.

2. A Press Package is used in conjunction with all band performances
within the civilian community. Wen requested or required, press
packages will al so be used for conmand events. The press package
serves as a vital tool in publicizing band perfornmances and in
supporting the enhancenent of community relations, mlitary

comm tments and Marine Corps personnel procurenent prograns.

Portions of the press package may be used in news nedi a, newspapers,
magazi nes, progranms or any other printed materials.

3. An adequate supply of current press packages is nmintained at al

tinmes and at | east one press package shoul d precede the band in each
civilian performance.
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4. Contents. The press package will provide the band’ s sponsor

i nformati on about the band. This information should also provide the
sponsor the tools to aid in marketing the upcom ng performance. The
MPA shoul d tail or each press package to the requirenents of the
event.

a. Photographs. Photographs (glossy finish) should be of the
unit and of individual comrand el ement personnel. The size of the
phot ograph will normally be 8 by 10 inches or 5 by 7 inches. The band
MPA, as directed by the Band O ficer, will decide which photographs
will be placed in the press package. Photographs shoul d be updated
annual |y or when key personnel in the band change.

b. Biographies. Individual biographies of the Band O ficer,
Enli sted Bandl eader, Drum Major and |Instrunent Repair Technician
shoul d briefly summari ze their careers. They should include nane,
grades, position, awards, duty assignnents, civilian and mlitary
education, and place of birth.

c. Hstory of the Band. A brief witten history of the band
shoul d be provided. This will include, but is not Iimted to, the
band’s date of origin, major conflicts in which nusicians have
served, mmjor performances and awards.

d. Point of Contact (POC) Information. POC information includes
POC s nanme and rank, band s address, tel ephone nunber, FAX nunber,
el ectronic mail address and Wb site address (if applicable).

e. Sanple radio and TV public service announcenents (Appendi x H)
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CHAPTER 5

MUSI C LI BRARY AND TEXT | SSUE

5000.. M SSION. A well-balanced nusic library is vital to
acconplishing the band’s primary mssion. The Band Oficer
designates a staff nonconmmi ssioned officer to manage the library as
an additional duty. The careful selection and diligent safeguard of
musi c publications is particularly inportant to Marine Corps Bands
because of the increasing cost of nmusic. Further, many early band
arrangenments stored in Marine Corps Band libraries are no |onger in
print. Al library material should be maintained with the same care
and attention as official records and publications.

5001. POLICY. Music material stored in the band library is required
to provide nusical support for all official functions. Private use
of band library materials for personal gain is not authorized.

5002. REQUI SI Tl ON

1. Copies of official nusic publications, such as national anthens,
requi red by Marine Corps Bands not ordinarily available from
commerci al sources, may be obtained fromthe “The President’s Owm.”

2. Librarians should contact “The President’s Owm,” who in turn
contact the Arny Band to verify the edition. A conplete set of parts
will then be | oaned. The parts will be returned after the nusic is
per f or med.

3. Monetary considerations preclude the general distribution of
conplete sets of nusic; however, if a band uses a particular piece of
musi c on a recurrent basis (once a year), they should request a set
of parts to keep in their library. Bands should still contact “The
President’s Om” to have official nusic verified before every

per f or mance.

5003. PROCUREMENT. Music used by Marine Corps Bands is procured
with locally allotted funds per MCO 4225.2. A band nusic library is
devel oped over a period of years to provide support for performng
ensenbl es and nusicians within the band.
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1. Awvariety of literature is required by the different ensenbles in
the band and is required to conduct training to acconplish the band’s
m ssi on.
2. The library nust also maintain nusic texts and reference
materials used for study and research in the preparation of
performances, individual professional devel opnent and unit
training. The band library includes, but is not Iimted to, the
follow ng categories of material:

a. Concert band

b. Cerenoni al band

c. Jazz Ensenbl e/ Show band

d. Popul ar Conmbo books

e. Small Ensenble Music (Brass, Wodw nd and Percussi on)

f. Solos, duets, trios, etc., with band acconpani nent

g. Individual solos, duets, trios, etc.

h. Met hod books

i. Piano sheet nusic (conmonly referred to as Fake Books)

j . Reference books and texts (Band Music Notes, nusic
encycl opedi a, nusic dictionaries, nusic history books, etc.)

k. Conpact disks and cassette tapes with acconpanying texts

| . Tutorial video tapes
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CHAPTER 5
MUSI C LI BRARY AND TEXT | SSUE

SECTI ON 1: OPERATI ONS

5100. CATALOG NG  Marine Corps Band nusic libraries nmake use of
accession nunbers, filing by size and sequential catal oging. Marine
Corps Band libraries are organized and mai ntai ned by using A
Practical Guide To The Miusic Library: 1Its Function, O ganization,
and Mai ntenance, by Frank P. Byrne, Jr., published in 1987 by Ludw g
Musi ¢ Publ i shi ng Conpany.

1. GCeneral. Cataloging is the nost inportant aspect of organizing a
music library. Each record of a nusical selection should contain
pertinent information about the selection. This record is
established in the formof a conputer database.

2. Conputer Database. The conputer database is a conplete listing of
all materials held in the library.

a. Musical selections are listed and queried into no | ess than
four categories: title, conposer, category (i.e., overtures, marches,
etc.) and grade | evel.

b. Records will contain all pertinent information on each
selection, to include, but not limted to, accession nunber, title,
conposer, arranger, category (march, overture, etc.), copyright
i nformati on and publi sher.

c. Back up conputer disks will be maintai ned and updated when
changes are nade.

d. Hard copies of all records will be printed from conputer

cat al ogs and mai ntai ned as back up.

5101. ACCESSI ON NUMBERS. The accession nunber is the al pha-nuneric
“address” for each piece of nusic in the library.

1. The accession nunber has two conponents: the Prefix and the
sequenti al Shel f Nunber.
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a. Prefix. The prefix is a letter or conbination of letters that
desi gnat es each type of performance group (figure 5-1).

b. Shelf Nunber. The shelf nunber is the nunerical address of
each individual piece of nusic. The next avail able nunber in the
desired classification of nusic is assigned to the new acqui sition.

2. Accession nunbers for ensenble nmusic will have three el enents:
the Ensenble Prefix, the Ensenble Size and the Shelf Nunber (figure
5-2), (i.e., BE5-30 indicates a Brass Quintet which has been assigned
t he shel f nunber of 30).

5102. | SSUE PROCEDURES

1. Librarian Records. The database al so records score check out and
i ndi vi dual custody cards to record what nusic is issued to
i ndi vi dual s.

2. Materials Issue. A database formrecords all materials issued
fromthe library to individual Marines. Individual Marines wl|l
acknow edge i ssue by signing for itens on the sign-out formthat

i ncludes informati on such as Marine' s nane, grade, nusic or text

i ssued, date signed out and date returned.
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5103. |INVENTORIES. Musical selections are inventoried each tine
they are used and returned to the files.

1. Inventory Sheets. Inventory sheets list parts in score order
with lines beside each instrument nanme to record the nunber of scores
or instrumental parts in that set. They also serve as a “contro
point,” insuring that all steps in the catal oging process have been
conpl eted. A checklist of catal oging steps is extrenely val uabl e.
These identical checklists (used for any nusic inventory sheet) are
pl aced at the bottom of each sheet (figure 5-3).

2. Every effort will be nade to control the issue and recovery of
library itens. Personnel transferring froma band will replace | ost
or danaged itens in accordance with current Marine Corps directives.

5104. PERFORVMANCE RECORD. The perfornmance sheet is a consecutive
listing of each tine a piece of nusic is perfornmed and ot her
pertinent information. The performance record can be one of the nost
i nportant records maintained. The performance record wll contain

t he date used, occasion (performance, recording, reading, etc.),
conductor, timng on this occasion and special information (soloists’
name(s), other pertinent information).

5105. TECHN CALLY RELATED MATERI ALS. The nusic |ibrary includes
materials that are technically related to OCccFld 55. This includes,
but is not limted to, reference materials, conmpact disks, record

al buns, cassette tapes and tutorial audio/video tapes. These
materials are essential to conducting UST and MOS technical training.

5106. COPYRI GHT AUTHORI ZATI ON. The band librarian, as directed by
the Band O ficer, ensures that all copyright laws are enforced. This
i ncl udes obtaining prior approval fromindividuals and institutiona
copyright holders for Marine Corps Bands to reproduce nusic texts or
to arrange copyrighted nusic.
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1. Wile the limted reproduction of certain nusical publications is
occasionally necessary for the band to fulfill its mssion,

i ndi scrimnate reproduction of publications avail able from comerci al
sources is prohibited by |aw

2. Mlitary bands are not exenpt fromthe provisions of copyright

| aws and individuals actually perform ng the reproduction are not
exenpt fromthe penalties of the Act. Legislation provides strong
penal ti es for unauthorized reproduction of copyrighted material and
publications. (See Public Law 94-553: Copyright Act of 1976 and
Title 17, U S. Code: U. S. Copyright Law).

3. Individuals desiring to produce band arrangenents of copyrighted
music are required by law to contact the copyright owner (usually the
publisher) and request witten perm ssion to use the copyrighted
material. The request should state that the arrangenent is for use
only by a specific mlitary band, that it will not be perfornmed for
profit, and that such arrangenent(s) will not be sold, |oaned, or

ot herwi se offered for use by any other nusical organization.

4. Correspondi ng i ncreases in budget subm ssions for band l|ibrary
material will be required in future planning for nusical unit
pur chases.

5107. SUPPLI ES

1. The band librarian ensures that all nusic and texts are
mai nt ai ned in serviceable condition. The library stocks the tools
and materials necessary to repair sheet nusic and texts. Itens
common to an adm nistrative section (Scotch Magi c Tape, scissors,
gl ue, paste, etc.) are required to repair nmnusic.

2. Manuscri pt paper, score paper, folders to protect selections,
storage cabinets and |l egal size filing cabinets are standard property
for Marine Corps Band libraries. Proper maintenance, storage and
control of the band library property reduce cost and inprove the

m ssi on capability of Marine Corps Bands. Destruction, |oss, msuse,
or negligent maintenance of library property nust be reported to
proper authority for appropriate action.

3. Use of the Finale or Sibelius nusic witing programw /| ensure

accuracy and ease when copyi ng danmaged parts or re-witing m ssing
parts.
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CHAPTER 5
MUSI C LI BRARY AND TEXT | SSUE

SECTION 2: REQUI RED MJUSI C

5200. GENERAL. The nusic library is the nost inportant
admnistrative tool that a Marine Corps Band has avail able to ensure
efficient and effective operations. The library nust be as conplete
and current as possible. Band Oficers are responsible for
researchi ng and purchasing the nost current, quality literature
avai l abl e for all conmponent ensenbl es of the band.

5201. OFFICI AL AND CEREMONI AL MJUSI C.  Marine Corps Bands are
required to maintain the official nusic and national anthens |isted
in MCBul 5060 series. New or revised editions of this nusic, or
errata thereto, will be distributed without request. Loca
reproduction of DOD, U S. Navy editions and the Edward M Van Loock
arrangenent of “The Marines’ Hymm” is authorized. Reproduction of
other editions or arrangenents may be an infringenent of copyright.

1. Marine Corps Bands will performthe foll ow ng actions:

a. Annually review the contents of MCBul 5060 series and request
music listed in accordance wi th paragraph 5002. National anthens not
available in the DOD nust be procured fromcomercial sources per
MCO 4225. 2.

b. Renpbve fromthe unit’s nmusic libraries and destroy al
copies of official nmusic and national anthens which have the
sane title as those contained in MCBul 5060 series, but are a
different edition.

c. Ensenble | eaders will ensure conpliance with the guidelines for
performance provided in each ant hem

2. Oficial and Cerenonial Misic includes, but is not Iimted to,
Nat i onal Anthens, Ruffles and Flourishes, Hail to the Chief, Hai

Col unmbi a, Honors March, Flag O ficers March, CGenerals March, the
Servi ce songs and various national and international marches (Sousa,
King, etc.). Misic for the Holiday Seasons is also witten for the
cerenoni al band.
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5202. CONCERT BAND MJUSI C. Marine Corps Bands review its collection
of concert band literature and ensure that a bal ance of patriotic,
mast er wor ks, and popul ar show tunes are available. A wi de variety
of nusic should be available to enable the concert band to perform
for varied audiences (adults, teens and children). Solos with band
acconpani nent shoul d be included in concert band nusic.

5203. JAZZ ENSEMBLE/ SHOW BAND MJUSI C.  Each Marine Corps Band

mai ntains a large variety of jazz ensenbl e/ show band nusic. This
musi ¢ should include, but is not limted to, Latin, funk, sw ng,

rock, disco, sanba, rhythm and bl ues, and popul ar ballads. This

musi ¢ should date fromthe conception of big bands to “Top 40"

sel ecti ons.

5204. OIHER MJUSI C

1. Conbo Music. Conbo nusic is not available with standard
instrunmentation. It is difficult to research and purchase a well -
rounded library of conmbo nusic. Normally a library of fake books is
mai nt ai ned. These fake books are usually witten in the keys of Bb,
Eb and C as well as in concert bass clef in order to acconmodat e nost
instrunments in the band. A variety of nusic fromeasy listening to
the nost contenporary is maintained to allow the conbo flexibility in
acconplishing its mssion and fulfilling specific requests.

2. Chanber Ensenbl es. Chanber ensenble nusic refers to Brass
Ensenbl e, Whodwi nd Ensenbl e and Percussion Ensenble. This is to
facilitate the use of these ensenbles for small indoor cerenonies,
arts festival appearances, patriotic openers, etc.

3. Specialty Music. This may include special arrangenents for
Di xi el and bands, etc.

5205. MEDI A CENTER. Met hod books, sol os, recorded nusic and

vi deotapes will be nmaintained for use in training and preparing for
auditions. These itens will also be utilized as aids to nmenori zi ng
musi c, ear training, score preparation, nusic conposition, and other
activities related to unit m ssion acconplishnent.
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CHAPTER 6

| NSTRUVENT REPAI R

6000. | NSTRUMENT REPAI R TECHNI Cl ANS (I RT)

1. Each Marine Corps Band is authorized one IRT, MOS 5523. The IRT
is a graduate of the commrercial band Instrunment Repair Course
prescri bed by the Conmandant of the Marine Corps (MCO P1200.7).

2. The IRT is responsible to the Band O ficer in all areas
pertaining to instrunent repair, supply, safety, and Hazardous
Materials. The IRT ensures all safety and m ssion requirenents are
acconplished in establishing and nmaintaining an i nstrunent repair
facility to include inspecting, repairing, and overhauling all band
equi pnent as needed.

3. The IRT also designs the instrunment repair facility in accordance
with the Cccupational Safety and Heal th Adm nistration (OSHA)
standards, the Environnmental Protective Agency (EPA), and |ocal base
safety regul ations. Actual building of an adequate repair facility
is required and should be planned for as a ML-CON project if there
are no fourth echelon repair facilities available. The IRT nay al so
need to design instrunment repair tools and requisition required

i nstrunment repair equi pnent.

6001. TRAI NI NG

1. Training subordinate personnel is required for the snooth
operation of a Marine Corps Band instrunment repair facility. The IRT
i npl enents a training programin instrument maintenance and repair as
set forth in MCO 1510.79. The IRT identifies and trains personnel to
assist in the operation of a Marine Corps Band Instrunent Repair
Facility. Training is necessary due to the conplexity and skil

Il evel required to neet the prerequisites for selection to IRT

2. Marine Corps Band I RTs are highly encouraged to join Nationa
Associ ation of Professional Band |Instrunent Repair Techni cians
(NAPBI RT) and shoul d attend advanced technical training for

pr of essi onal devel opnent.

6100. RECORDS. The IRT maintains all data pertinent to the
operation of instrunment repair and inspections. Records may be kept

on a conputer; however, a hard-copy printout will also be naintained.
1. Instrunent Repair Logbook. Upon conpletion of required work, the
following repair log entries will be made (figure 6-1):

a. Type of instrunent

b. Manufacturer of instrunent

c. Serial nunber

d. Description of repair work perforned
e. Time required for repair

f. Estimated commercial value of repair in accordance with
current, NAPBIRT Pricing Surveys or Federal commercial price |list

g. Disposition of repaired instrunent

h. Initials of technician perform ng work

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2. Instrunent |nspection Logbook. All nusical unit instrunments and
equi pnent are inspected quarterly for serviceability and cl eanliness.
Upon conpl etion of the inspection the followng information is

recor ded:

a. Date of inspection

b. ldentify specific instrunment

c. Discrepancies noted (if none, so indicate)
d. Condition code

e. Corrective action taken

f. Nane, grade and signature of the individual supervising the
i nspecti on.

3. Mintenance Hi story Logbook. A nmintenance history is maintained
for each instrunent and all electronic equipnent. |Information should
i nclude: purchase date, dates when any and all repair was done, type
of repair, estimated cost of repair, and the initials of the
techni ci an conpleting the repair.

6101. REPAIR FACILITY I NVENTORY. Once each quarter, the IRT
inventories the repair facility equipnment, tools and supplies. This
includes all brass and reed repair tools, travel repair kits,

A record is
mai nt ai ned for each item of organi zational property that enters or

| eaves the repair facility, indicating the disposition of the item
A report of each inventory is also provided to the Band O ficer once
each quarter

6102. | NSTRUMENT REPAI R PROCEDURE

1. Major Repair. Wen the IRT deternmines an instrunent requires
maj or repair, the Marine turns it into the Band s supply section.
Anot her instrunment is issued to the Marine. The broken instrunent is
sent to the repair facility and supply records adjusted. Upon
conpletion of repairs, the appropriate entries are recorded in the
mai nt enance history | ogbook and the instrunent is returned to supply.
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2. Mnor Repair. Wen an instrument requires mnor repair, the
Marine responsible will report with the instrunent to the repair
facility. \When practical, repairs will be conpleted i nmediately, the
instrunment returned to the Marine responsi ble and an appropriate
instrunment repair |og entry made.

3. Safety Standards. |RTs ensure that all safety standards are net
whil e operating an instrunment repair facility. Conpliance with al
safety codes is required. Further information on safety regul ations
is published in the current editions of the Navy Shore Facility
Regul ati ons, OSHA and other |ocal directives.

6103. TRI P REPAIR PROCEDURE. When acconpanying the band on a trip,
the IRT will be prepared to performmnor repairs as needed.

6104. REPAIR PROCUREMENT. The |IRT advises the Band O ficer in
purchasi ng repair tools and equi pnent, replacenent parts and ot her
itens required for nusical instrument repairs.

6105. REPAIR VALUE. The IRT is required to estimte the val ue of
repairs recorded in the mai ntenance history | ogbook. The nost
current pricing survey fromNAPBIRT will be used in neeting this
requirenent. This survey may be obtained fromtheir website at
http://ww.

SECTI ON 2: AUTHORI ZED ECHELONS OF REPAI R

6200. GENERAL. Marine Corps Band instrument repair facilities,

under the appropriate conditions, performfirst through fourth
echel on mai ntenance on all instruments, excluding el ectronic gear and
stringed instrunments. A brief description of each echel on of

mai nt enance i s included bel ow

6201. FIRST ECHELON. First echelon repair and nmai ntenance is the
responsi bility of individual Marines and consists of the genera
cl eaning and care of brass, woodw nd, and percussion instrunents.

1. The IRT establishes and supervises an effective Preventive

Mai nt enance Program  Supply personnel ensure that Mrine nusicians
have in their possession a preventive maintenance checklist and

mai nt enance supplies for their assigned instrunments.

2. MCO 1510. 79 includes specific guidelines for conducting
preventive nmai ntenance for respective individual instrunents.

6202. SECOND ECHELON. Second echelon repair requires the skill,
parts and equi pnent to effect mnor repairs while in garrison and on
TAD. This includes repairs that require m nor replacenent parts or
m nor adj ustnent of woodw nd, brass and percussion instrunents.
Second echel on repair and above (i.e., third, fourth, etc.) is the
responsibility of the IRT or authorized assistant(s). Exanples

i ncl ude:

1. Wodw nd Instrunments. Replacing tenon corks or pads and
adj usting pad hei ghts.

2. Brass Instrunents. Renoving jamed nout hpi eces and repl aci ng
pads or felts.

3. Percussion Instrunents. Replacing and adj usting drum heads and
snare tension.
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6203. THI RD ECHELON. Third echelon repair requires the refitting of
woodwi nd, brass and percussion instrunents, not to include cosnetic
work. Third echel on mai ntenance returns the instrunment’s mechanica
ability to manufacturer standards. Exanples include:

1. Wodw nd Instrunments. Conplete re-padding and re-corKking.

2. Brass Instrunents. Renoving dents.

3. Percussion Instrunents. Replacing snare strainers and hardware.

6204. FOURTH ECHELON. Fourth echel on repair conpletely overhaul s
woodwi nd, brass and percussion instrunents to include cosnetics.
Exanpl es i ncl ude:

1. Wodw nd Instrunents. Conplete disassenbly, buffing or replacing
keys, nendi ng cracked tone hol es and cracked tenons, re-plating,
refinishing of the wooden bodi es and reassenbly.

2. Brass Instrunents. Conplete disassenbly, acid dip, renoval of
dents and reassenbly, buffing, lacquering, re-plating and honi ng of
val ves

3. Percussion Instrunents. Conplete disassenbly, buffing of
hardware, replacing required parts, refinishing of the shells, keys
or kettles and reassenbly.

6205. FIFTH ECHELON. Fifth echelon repair cannot be acconplished at
| ocal commands (i.e., conplete overhaul of a sousaphone, tuba, or

el ectronic sound systemand anplifiers). This equipnent is shipped
to commercial sources for required repairs.

6300. GENERAL. The Instrunent Repair Facility is required to

mai ntain certain tools and equi pment to properly repair Mrine Corps

supply section.

6306. | NVENTORY CONTROL. A report of quarterly inspections and
inventories of musical unit instrunent repair facilities is prepared
by the IRT and forwarded to the Band O ficer. A copy of this report
is attached to the band’s CVR. The Responsible Oficer (RO submts
required inventories of nmusical unit equipnent to supply officers for
band supply accounts.

6307. MARI NE CORPS | NTEGRATED MAI NTENANCE MANAGEMENT SYSTEM (M MVB)
FI ELD PROCEDURES. M MVBE does not apply to nusical instrunents as
stated in MCO P4790.2 (M MMS Field Procedures Manual .)
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CHAPTER 7

SUPPLY

7000. GENERAL

1. Current supply regulations pertaining to nusical instrunents and
accessories are designed to increase the proficiency and appearance
of Marine Corps Bands and to provide individual Mrine nusicians with
prof essional quality mnusical instruments and equi prment.

2. The use and issue of Governnent nusical instrunents and equi pnent
purchased with Marine Corps funds for private or individual gain is
not authorized (DOD 5500.7-R, Joint Ethics Regulations).

3. In those cases where Governnment equi pnment is danaged or poorly
mai nt ai ned, either wllfully or through neglect, said damage or

negl ect would be reported to proper authority for appropriate action
(MCO P4400. 150).

4. The purchase and nmi nt enance of mnusical equipnment is costly.

Musi cal units nust continually enphasize a hi gh degree of mai ntenance
discipline to affect maxi mumutilization of nusical equipnent,

m nim ze replacenent costs and elimnate repeated needs for major
repairs.

5. Periodic inventories of nusical unit property will include

i nspections of mnusical equipnment and instrunments assigned to

i ndi vidual Marines. Normally, the band’s supply and repair personne
conduct the inventory. Section |eaders should conduct routine

i nspections. All discrepancies are reported to the I RT or supply
personnel .

6. The IRT is responsible to the Band Oficer for a Marine Corps
Band' s supply section. Additional personnel may be assigned to
assist with the adm nistration and operations of this section.

7001. M SSION. The mission of the band’s supply section is to
control the issue, inventory, accountability and storage of band
i nstrunments, supplies and equi pnent.
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CHAPTER 7
SUPPLY

SECTI ON 1: OPERATI ONS

7100. GENERAL. A Marine Corps Band requires a standard m ni num
anount of equi pnment to acconplish its primary m ssion (Appendix |).
Commandi ng general s nay authorize the purchase of additional itens
(Type Il All owances) as may be required by the m ssion.

7101. PROCUREMENT. Musical instruments and accessories are procured
fromlocally allotted (appropriated) funds (MCO 4225.2). Loca
command and Marine Corps purchasing regul ati ons determ ne procedures
for the procurenent of nusical instrunments and accessories.

1. Performance Accessories. These itens are essential to the band' s
nmusi cal performance. They are sonetinmes supplied by the manufacturer
on original equiprment and are considered to be expendable itens and
need to be replaced on a regular basis. The itens include, but are
not limted to, batons, reeds, nouthpieces, nutes, drum sticks,
mal | ets, drum heads, strings, instrunent oils and polishes,

i nstrunment cases, m crophone stands, drum and cynbal stands, etc.
Expendabl e itens purchased or |isted as accessories are not nornally
serialized or listed on the band’s CVR  Local fornms should be

devel oped.

2. Organi zational O othing and Equi prent. Marine Corps Bands have
cl ot hi ng and equi pnment needs that are unique. MO P1020. 34

aut hori zes the wear of this clothing and equi pnent for Marine Corps
Band perfor mances.

3. Instrunent Cases. Instrunent cases fromthe instrunent

manuf acturer are generally not sturdy enough to endure the rigors of
frequent travel by Marine Corps Bands. Marine Corps Bands are

aut hori zed to purchase reinforced cases for instrunments and doubl e

i nsul ated cases for electrical equipnent. Reinforced or double

i nsul ated cases extend the life of nusical instrunents and equi pnent
and limt the replacenent of |ightweight cases.

4. Support Equi pnent. Stage risers, acoustical shells and
per cussi on cabinets are required by the band’ s primary m ssion and
are aut horized for purchase.
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5. Maintenance and Repair Equi pnent. These itens are required to
mai ntai n the operational readiness of all band equi pnment. The
equi pnent i ncludes purchase of expendable itens |ike instrunent

| ubricants, polish, instrunent repair and cl eaning supplies.

7102. EQUI PMENT | SSUE

1. Each itemissued and assigned to individual Marines is recorded
on an Equi pment Custody Receipt (ECR) (Appendix J). Marines initia
for each itemand sign the ECR to indicate receipt of the equi pnent
listed. Records are nmintained and updated as equi pnent is issued

and returned to supply.

2. A separate chronol ogical record of the issue and recovery of
every itemon the band’s CVMR will be maintained by the band supply
section. This information is used to plan, budget and extend the
life span of serialized itens of equi pnent.

7103. EQUI PMENT | NVENTORY

1. The IRT ensures that all instrunments, accessories and equi pnent
are inventoried and accounted for as directed by the parent conmand.
Al itenms in rehearsal facilities, recording |aboratories, instrunent

repair shops, supply storage roons and assigned to band personne
listed on the band’s CVMR will be visually and physically inspected.

A record listing the serial nunber, nmake, nodel, date of the
inventory and the Marine conducting the inventory will be conpl et ed.
(See MCO P4400. 150, UM 4400- 15 and UM 4400-124.) Itens listed on the
CVR are listed by nane, feature, unit type, quantity and seria
nunber. Abbreviations are acceptabl e when space is limted (i.e.,
Sax Eb Alto, T-Bone w F attach, etc.).

2. Smaller itenms of equipnment (nutes, netronones, etc.) are marked

with an inventory control nunber by an etching tool or indelible
mar ker .
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7104. EQUI PMENT STORAGE

1. Supply and Storage Areas. Supply and storage areas are designed
for high security. Adequate space is required to store all equi pnent
aut horized on the Table of Equipnent (T/E) and is in accordance with
the Governnment Facility Standard (NAVFAC P-80). Supply and storage
areas wll be properly heated, air-conditioned, and humdity
controlled in order to prevent equi pnent danmage.

2. Rehearsal Roonms and Support Facilities. Al equipnent used in
rehearsal roonms and support facilities is stored and properly secured
in the roomwhere it is presently used. Wile these itens are stored
in general rehearsal areas, they will be issued and assigned to

i ndi vidual s for perfornmance and mai nt enance pur poses.

3. Individual Instrunent/Equipnrent Storage
a. Instrunents and equi pnent issued to specific band personnel
will be secured neatly in individual |ockers or designated storage

areas. \Wen not in use, nusic pouches and pouch covers will be
stored in protective coverings to maintain cleanliness.

b. Instrunents and equi pnent assigned to individual Marines wll
not be used by other Marines w thout prior approval.

7105. REDI STRI BUTI ON AND DI SPCSAL (RD)

1. The IRT determnes the serviceability of band assets as
prescri bed by MCO 4225.2. Disposition is nade per MCO P4400. 150 when
an instrument is declared unserviceable.

2. Equi pment Non-availability. Marine Corps Bands are authorized to
retain certain portions of their disposable equi pnent as backup
equi pnent during periods of equipnment non-availability.

a. Many orders are not delivered until a year after the contracts
and purchase orders are finalized and signed. M ssion capability is
critically reduced w thout back-up equi pnent.

b. Musical equipnment is not stocked by the Marine Corps and mnust
be purchased through comrercial sources. The practice of requiring
an item be disposed of or surveyed prior to purchasing a repl acenent
is not prudent because sone itens are in short supply in the nusic
industry. RD of nusical equipnment is done after the band has
recei ved a replacenent item
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CHAPTER 7
SUPPLY

SECTI ON 2: FI NANCI AL REQUI REMENTS

7200. GENERAL

1. The budget process is critical to successful m ssion
acconpl i shment and provi di ng nusical support to the comrand and the
Marine Corps. Musical instrunments and equi pnent for Marine Corps
Bands are funded by | ocal commands.

2. Band Oficers estimate and informtheir parent command on funds
required for the band to acconplish its mssion. Such action enables
the local command to plan their budget accordingly. Consideration is
given to long-term planning for replacenent of instrunents and
accessories based on current requirenents, longevity of instrunents
on hand and overall condition of the band s equi pnent.

7201. BUDCGET SUBM SSI ON. Budget subm ssions take the formof |ine-
item zed requirenents, including estimated costs, and are submtted
according to fiscal and budgetary regul ati ons and procedures.

1. Table of Equipnent (T/E). The T/E identifies the m ni mum anount
of equi pnent required to performthe primary m ssion and authorizes
t he purchase of instrunments above the authorized T/ O

2. Seven-Year Budget Pl ans. Seven-year budget plans for bands

i nclude long-term planning for replacenent of instrunments and
accessories. These plans are revised annually and are based upon
current T/E requirenents, longevity of instrunents in the inventory,
and overall condition of equipnent.

3. Instrunent Records. Data provided fromthe CVR and accurate
records, such as the chronol ogi cal history and mai nt enance record of
each itemon the unit CVR, is critical information when providing
docunentation to justify procurenent of new equi pnent and repl acenent
of unservi ceabl e equi pnment .

4. Training. The Band O ficer also submts requests for annual
training funds that allow Marine Corps nusicians to attend
prof essi onal musi cal synposiuns and traini ng conferences.
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7202. PLANNI NG AND BUDCETI NG. Pl anni ng and budgeting for bands is a
continual process, best acconplished well in advance of m ssion

requi renents. Escalating prices, changing priorities and frequent
changes in personnel require close, continuing |iaison between key
band personnel and command fiscal, budget and supply personnel.

1. Band Oficers nust be proactive action officers for the command
when submtting and devel opi ng budgets. They ensure the tinely,
accurate and prudent mai ntenance, replacenent and procurenent of band
property and equi pnent.

2. Bands and | ocal supply officers can often reduce the tine
required to order and deliver nusical equi pment by providing three
sources and prices to purchasing and contracting offices. The
contracting process is critical. Equipnment will not be replaced or
on hand when required by the mssion if prior planning and

supervi sion are not acconpli shed.

3. Proper coordination with all sections of the band is required to
ensure all equipnent, material and supply requirenents are fulfilled.
The Band O ficer confers with those SNCO s responsi ble for various
areas such as supply, nmusic library, instrunent repair, and

adm ni strati on.

7203. SOURCES OF SUPPLY. Conmmercial sources of supply are readily
avai l abl e for the purchase and replacenent of nusical instrunents and
equi pnent. Purchasi ng support should be obtained fromthe |oca
purchasi ng and contracting officer. Federal Acquisition Regulations
and Marine Corps purchasing procedures prohibit the direct contact of
commer ci al sources by persons other than purchasing and contracting
officers and their appointed agents. Up-to-date sources for
procurenent are available fromthe Marine IRT at the School of Misic.
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CHAPTER 7
SUPPLY

SECTION 3: FACILITIES

7300. GENERAL

1. Function. The functions of a Marine Corps Band facility are
rehearsal, practice, training, and instrunment nmaintenance. The
building is for use by Marine Corps Band personnel, their officia
musi cal activities, official visitors and support functions required
for conpleting the band’s primary m ssion.

2. Requirenments. Band rehearsal facilities and workspaces require
speci al consideration and preparation. A safe working environnent
(MCO 6260. 1) prevents the extrenme high and | ow frequency | oss of
hearing and injury to Marines who work with hazardous materi al s.
Climate controll ed rehearsal areas, workspaces, and storage areas are
required to prolong the Iife of costly state of the art materials and
supplies, thereby increasing cost savings in the short and long term

7301. DESI GN GUI DE FOR BAND TRAI NI NG FACI LI TI ES

1. The U S. Arny Corps of Engineers, Oficer of the Chief of

Engi neers, devel oped the Design Guide for Band Training Facilities,
DG 1110-3-119, in March 1983. This guide was prepared to assist in
pl anni ng, programm ng and designing mlitary band training
facilities. The goal of these facilities is to provide spaces
appropriate to the specific needs of mlitary bands for practice,
rehearsal, instrument repair and other functions in support of their
mlitary mssion. The guide not only states basic design criteria,
but al so provides neans by which the user can apply the criteria in
i ndi vi dual ways to respond to |local requirenents. Additiona

gui dance may be found in:

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2. CGuidance contained in these docunents is applicable to all new
construction and to projects involving additions, nodernization,
renovations or inprovenents to existing facilities. It is to be used
by facility engineers, district engineers, mlitary Band Oficers and
personnel and architects and engi neers desi gning the band training
facilities. Use of these references by Marine Corps commands and
Band O ficers is required when planning and i nproving Marine Corps
Band training facilities.

3. The Design Guide for Band Training Facilities is available from
t he USACE Publ i cations Depot, CEIMI|MPD, 2803 52" Avenue,
Hyattsville, MD 20781-1102.

7302. REHEARSAL AREAS

1. Adequate rehearsal space is required for the perform ng ensenbl es
of the band (concert band, jazz ensenbl e/ show band, conbo and
cerenoni al band) individual practice, small group and sectiona
rehearsals. Space guidelines may be found in NAVFAC P-80, figure
171. 16H.

2. Rehearsal areas are workspaces that require clinate control as
wel | as acoustical treatnent to mnimze health hazards (hearing

| oss) and preserve equi pnment. Woden instrunents, |eather percussion
supplies, electronic equi pnent and banboo reeds used for all woodw nd
instrunments are but a few of the supplies and equi pnent which are
subj ect to costly damage in the absence of stable noisture and

at nospheric conditions.

7303. MJSIC LIBRARY. The nmusic library will provide space for
storage and retrieval for concert-size and march-size nusic, mnusic

| ayout and distribution for performances and rehearsals, nusic
arrangenment and copying, nusic sorting and catal oging, care and

mai nt enance, storage of reference books, educational naterials,
recordings, library admnistration, and a nusic training nmultinedia
center. Misic storage units that consolidate space are avail able and
will be utilized.
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7304. RECORDI NG FACI LITY

1. The recording facility and equi pnment are used extensively for UST
and MOS training. Video playback and recordi ng equi pnent are used
for instructional purposes in studying drills, inproving drill

exhi bitions, conducting auditions, individual study, and cl ass

sessi ons.

2. Quality recordings may be produced and provided to sponsors when
a Marine Corps Band is unable to provide live nusical support due to
t he operational comm tnent schedul e, shortage of personnel.

3. Caution nust be exercised to ensure that the quality of
recordings is professional and appropriate for the occasion.
Copyright laws also restrict the reproduction of nusical recordings
i n nmost cases.

7305. ADM NI STRATI VE OFFI CES. Band admi ni strative, operation,
supply and instrunent repair activities require adequate workspace to
acconplish their mssion. Appropriate office equipnent (i.e., desks,
chairs, filing cabinets, wall shelves, conputers, multinedia

equi pnent, etc.) is required for band adm ni strators.

7306. SUPPLY AND STORAGE AREAS

1. dimte Control. dimte control is required to protect and
prolong the Iife of expensive nusical instrunments and equi pnent.

El ectronic wiring and conponents, wooden instrunments, banmboo reeds
and | eat her percussion supplies are a few of the supplies and

equi pnent subject to costly damage in the absence of stable noisture
and at nospheric conditions. Band supply and storage areas require
climate-controll ed conditions.

2. Security. Band Oficers are responsible for providing adequate
security for Marine Corps Band instrunments and equi pnent. Security
is a prime factor in maintaining inventory control, serviceability,
and cl ose accountability of all band instrunents and equi pnent.
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7307. I NSTRUMENT REPAI R FACILITIES

1. Health and safety regul ations published by the Cccupati ona
Safety and Health Adm nistration (OSHA) require certain chem cals and
equi pnent be properly installed and i nspected before use.

2. Areas will be provided to receive, repair, maintain and store
instrunments in the repair shop. A separate cleaning area with a

| arge deep sink is provided to conduct preventive mai ntenance for
i ndi vi dual instruments.
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APPENDI X A

MUSI C I N THE MARI NE CORPS

A.  OVERVI EW

1. Mlitary nusic in the Marine Corps is as old as the Corps itself.
Drummers and fifers marched with the Continental Marines during the
Ameri can Revolutionary War. |In nore recent history as the Marine
Corps has reorgani zed after Wrld War |1, restructure of Marine Corps
musi cal units has occurred wi thout any significant increase in
personnel requirenents.

2. Marine Corps nusical units are currently organized into three
conponents: The U. S. Marine Band, the U S. Marine Drum and Bugl e
Corps, and U S. Marine Corps Bands. Before 1970, the Director of the
U.S. Marine Band managed the Marine Corps Music Program |In 1971,
the Ofice of Field MIlitary Miusic Section, was established at
Headquarters, U S. Marine Corps, to manage nusical units other than
the U S. Marine Band. 1In 1991, the name was changed to Music Section
and now serves as the Occupational Field (OccFld) sponsor for CccFlds
55 and 98.

B. THE U.S. MARI NE BAND

1. Established by an Act of Congress in 1798, the Marine Band is
Anerica s ol dest professional nusical organization. |Its primary
mssion is unique: to provide nusic for the President of the United
States and the Commandant of the Marine Corps.

2. President John Adans invited the Marine Band to make its Wite
House debut in the unfinished Executive Mansion on New Year’s Day,
1801. Three nonths |ater, the band perforned for the |Inauguration of
Thomas Jefferson and has performed for every Presidentia

| nauguration since that tine. Jefferson recognized the unique

rel ati onshi p between the band and the Chief Executive by giving the
Marine Band the title, “The President’s Owm.”

3. John Philip Sousa, the Band’s 17'" director brought “The
President’s Owm” to unprecedented | evels of excellence and shaped the
band into a world fanous nusical organization. During his tenure
from 1880-1892, Sousa inaugurated the Band s annual concert tours and
began to wite the marches that earned himthe title, “The March
King.”
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C. U S MAR NE DRUM AND BUGE CORPS

1. The U S. Marine Drum and Bugle Corps originated froma drum and
bugl e school to train buglers for duties aboard Marine posts, naval
ships and installations. Shortly after the Korean Conflict, the Drum

S. Marine Drum and Bugle Corps wth the
Marine Silent Drill Platoon and the Battle Col or Guard have devel oped
into the spectacul ar presentation of the Marine Corps Battle Col or
Cerenony. This patriotic production portrays the disciplined spirit
of the Marine Corps and captures the admiration of national and

i nternational audi ences alike.

D. MARI NE CORPS BANDS

1. Marine Corps nusicians have marched with commands since the

i nception of the Corps. WMjor Marine Corps commands throughout the
Continental United States, Hawaii and Japan are assigned a Marine
Corps Band. Marine Corps Bands provide nusic to support mlitary
cerenonies and official activities, Marine Corps community relations
prograns and Marine Corps personnel procurenent prograns.

2. Marine Corps Band nusicians are staffed with Mari nes who have
successfully conpleted recruit training, Marine Conbat Training (M)
and when required, nusical training at the U S. Navy School of Misic.

3. Marine Corps Bands are conprised of four integrated el enents:
concert band, cerenonial band, jazz ensenbl e/ show band and vari ous
smal | er ensenbles. These Bands al so provi de conmanders and conmmand
el enents an additional conbat unit wth unit integrity. The
technical proficiency in nmusic and tactical proficiency in conbat of
Mari ne Corps Bands blend well to support the professionalismand
warrior phil osophy of the Marine Corps.

BUGLE CALLS

One trunpet instrunmentalist on Bb trunpet sounds nost bugle
calls. As required by various instrunentations, other nusicians my
al so performsuch calls as “Assenbly,” “Reveille,” “Retreat” (Evening
Colors), “Adjutant’s Call,” and “To the Colors.”

Bugle calls should conformto the nmusic found in this appendi x
and these calls are the only ones appropriate for the purposes
i ndi cated by the explanations. The calls given below are |isted
al phabetically. The nunbers are provided as a neans of reference.

1. Adjutant’s Call. Announces that the adjutant is about to form
the guard, battalion, or reginment. Imrediately follow ng the I|ast
note of the call, the band or drum and bugle corps plays a march and
all conpanies or details march on the line.

THE NATI ONAL ANTHEM

The “Star Spangl ed Banner” was officially designated the
Nat i onal Anthem on the signature of President Hoover on 3 March 1931.
Until the Spanish-American War, “Hail Col unbia” shared honors with
the “Star Spangl ed Banner” as one of our national airs. Admra
Dewey officially designated the “Star Spangl ed Banner,” in |ieu of
“Hail Colunbia,” as the official air for the U S. Navy. The U S
Arnmy followed Admral Dewey' s |lead and in 1898 Arny and Navy
regul ations included a statenent that the “Star Spangl ed Banner”
shoul d be pl ayed when an occasion required the playing of a nationa
air.

The birth of our anthemwas a dramatic one. It was conposed
during the War of 1812 when the British were bl ockading the
Chesapeake Bay. During the battle, Francis Scott Key, who was
det ai ned aboard a British war ship, observed the rockets and cannon
fire. Wen all appeared lost, he was thrilled to observe the
American Flag still flying fromthe battlenents of Fort MHenry. The
sight obviously inspired Key and he scribbled the words of the “Star
Spangl ed Banner” on an envel ope, adapting themto a popul ar song of
the period, “To Anacreon in Heaven.”

The new song, entitled “The Defense of Fort MHenry,” becane
popul ar i medi ately and was printed as a handbill the day follow ng
its conposition.

The tune, “To Anacreon in Heaven,” is believed to have been
conposed by John Stafford Smith, an eighteenth century English
nmusi ci an. The mnel ody was popul ar in England and Anmerica at the close
of the eighteenth century and in its new form furnished by Key,
became i ncreasingly popular in America during the nineteenth century.

During the past 50 years, mlitary bands have played vari ous
arrangenents of the National Anthem DOD now recogni zes the U S
Navy School of Music arrangenent as the official version and is the
only arrangenent played by Marine nusical units.

THE MARI NES HYMN

Following the war with the Barbary Pirates in 1805, when
Li eutenant Pressley N. O Bannon and his small force of Marines
participated in the capture of Derne and hoi sted the American fl ag
for the first time over a fortress of the Ad Wrld, the Colors of
the Corps were inscribed with the words: “To the Shores of Tripoli.’
After the Marines had participated in the capture and occupati on of
Mexico City and the Castle of Chapul tepec, the words were changed to
read: “Fromthe Shores of Tripoli to the Halls of the Montezuna.”

Foll owi ng the close of the Mexican War cane the first verse of
the Marines’” Hymn. According to tradition, a Marine, while on duty
in Mexico, wote the first verse. For the sake of euphony, the
unknown aut hor transposed the phrases in the notto on the Colors so
that the first two lines of the Hynrm woul d read:

“Fromthe Halls of Mntezuma
To the Shores of Tripoli”

A Marine of Civil War days said the Marines’ Hymm was popul ar at
that tine.

A serious attenpt to trace the tune of the Marines’ Hymn to its
source is revealed in correspondence between Colonel A S. MLenore,
USMC, and Walter F. Smth, second |eader of the Marine Band. Col one
McLenore, wote: “Major Richard Wallach, USMC, says that in 1878,
when he was in Paris, France, the air to which the Marines’ Hym is
now sung was a very popul ar one; that two Frenchnen, whose reputation
in that day approxi mated the | ater reputation of Montgonery and
Stone, sang a song to that tune. The opera ran for hundreds of
ni ghts and was enthusiastically acclained.”

The nane of the opera and a part of the chorus were secured from
Maj or Wl l ach and forwarded to M. Smith, who replied: “Mjor
Wal l ach is to be congratul ated upon a wonderfully accurate nusica
menory, for the air of the Marines Hycrm is certainly to be found in

t he opera, “Genevieve de Brabant”...The nmelody is not in the exact
formof the Marines’ Hymm, but is undoubtedly the air fromwhich it
was taken. | aminfornmed however, by one of the nenbers of the band,

who has a Spanish wife, that the air was one famliar to her during
her chil dhood and it may, therefore, be a Spanish folk song.”
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In a letter to Major Harold F. Wrgman, USMC, John Philip Sousa
says: “The nelody of the Halls of Montezuma’ is taken from
O fenbach’s com c opera, “Cenevieve de Brabant” and is sung by two
gendar nes.”

It is the belief of many people that the air of the Marines’
Hymm is taken from an opera-bouffe (a formof opera, generally terned
nmusi cal conmedy) conposed by Jacques O fenbach (1819-1880) and occurs
as a duet by two conedians in “Genevieve de Brabant,” which was first
presented at the Theatre de Bouffes Parisiens, Paris, on Novenber 19,
1859. In this operetta is a piece concerning the Gendarnes of the
Queen, fromwhich the nmusic of the Marines’ Hymn is based. The duet
is sung by “G abuge,” baritone, sergeant d’ hommes d’ arenes; and
“Pitou,” tenor, sinple fusilier.

Cenevi eve de Brabant was the wife of Count Siegfried of Brabant.
Brabant, a district in the central |ow ands of Holland and Bel gi um
formerly constituted an i ndependent duchy. The southern portions are
i nhabi ted by Wall oons, a class of people now occupying the
sout heastern part of Belgium especially the provinces of Liege,
Arlon and Namur. They are descendants of the Gallic Bel gae and were
sheltered fromthe German conquerors of Charlemagne in 1771 by taking
refuge in the Ardennes Mount ai ns.

Every canpaign in which the Marines have partici pated has
inspired an unofficial verse to the Marines Hyrm.  The fol |l ow ng
lyrics are exanples fromlceland and Wake | sl and:

“Again in N neteen forty-one

We sailed a North” ard course;

And found beneath the M dni ght Sun
The Vi ki ng and the Norse;

The Iceland girls were slimand fair
And fair the Iceland scenes;

And the Arnmy found in landing there
The United States Marines.

When the M dget struck on the seventh norn
In Decenber of forty-one;

The Marines of Wake and M dway Isles
Grabbed aeropl ane and gun;

For attacking Japs they sounded taps

As they perished one by one;

And t he Leat hernecks know just what to do
To set the R sing Sun.”
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Copyri ght ownership of the Marines’ Hymrm was vested in the
United States Marine Corps as per the certificate of registration
dat ed August 19, 1919. In 1929, the Commandant of the Marine Corps
officially authorized the follow ng verses of the Marines’ Hym:

“Fromthe Halls of Mntezunma

To the Shores of Tripoli;

We fight our country’s battles

On the land as on the sea;

First to fight for right and freedom
And to keep our honor clean;

W are proud to claimthe title

O United States Marines.

Qur flag’s unfurled in every breeze
From dawn to setting sun

We have fought in ev'ry cline and pl ace
Where we could take a gun;

In the snow of far off Northern | ands
And in sunny tropic scenes;

You will find us always on the job

The United States Marines.

Here's health to you and to our Corps
Whi ch we are proud to serve;

In many a strife we’ve fought for life
And never |ost our nerve;

If the Arny and the Navy

Ever | ook on heaven’s scenes

They will find the streets are guarded
By United States Marines.”

On Novenber 21, 1942, the Commandant of the Marine Corps
approved a change in the words of the fourth line, first verse, as
foll ows:

“I'n the air, on |land, and sea;”

Gunnery Sergeant H. L. Tallman, veteran observer in Marine Corps
Avi ation, who had participated in many conbat m ssions with the
Marine Corps Aviation over the Western Front in World War |, proposed
this change. The proposed change was nade at a neeting of the First
Marine Aviation Force Veterans Association in Cincinnati, Chio.
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The words and air of the Marines’ Hymm have been sung and pl ayed
in the four corners of the earth. Today it is recognized as one of
the forenbst service songs. Many interesting stories have been
associated with the Marines’ Hymn. One of the best was published in
the Stars and Stripes, the official newspaper of the Anerican
Eur opean Forces, under the date of August 16, 1918.

“A wounded of ficer fromanong the gallant French | ancers had
just been carried into a Yankee field hospital to have his dressing
changed. He was full of conplinments and curiosity about the dashing
contingent that fought at his reginent’s left. ‘A lot of themare
mounted troops by this tine,” he explained , for when our nen would
be shot fromtheir horses, these youngsters would give one running

junp and gal l op ahead as cavalry. | believe they are soldiers from
Mont ezuma. At | east, when they advanced this norning, they were al
singing Fromthe Halls of Montezuma to the Shores of Tripoli. C est

‘epatant, ca!’”

For over a hundred years the Marines’ Hymm has been sung around
the world. It has followed the Sea Sol diers to Mexico, Cuba, Haiti,
Chi na, France, Hawaii, the Philippines, or wherever they have
performed their various mssions for the United States. Around canp
fires in Mexico, in rest billets behind the fighting front in France,
beneath the palns of the tropics or aboard troop transports bound for
advent ures abroad, the words of their song have inspired untold
| egions of United States Marines to a high resolve and a renewed
faith in their pledge of loyalty to the Flag. Tradition points to
the origin of their Hymm in 1847, during the Mexican War, when an
unknown poet of the Corps set the original lyrics to the nmusic of an
old French opera. Qut of the storied past have cone changes and
alterations of these lyrics, but there has been no change in the
spirit of the Marines. Pride in their faithful performance of every
duty since 1775 has pronpted the Sea Soldiers to sing - “W are proud
toclaimthe title of United States Marines”.
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MESS NI GHT TRADI Tl ONS

Formal dinners in wardroons afl oat and nesses are anong the
finest tradition of mlitary institutions. The history of the Navy
and Marine Corps are replete with exanples of such occasions,
undoubtedly a carryover fromthe British practice of formal
gatherings of nen in an atnosphere of dignity, which they felt
contributed to the unity and esprit of an organization. Simlarly,
this reasoning gave i npetus to many such occasions beginning in the
highly patriotic era of the early 1800’s.

In 1816, a dinner was given in honor of Commbdore Stephen
Decatur and Captain Charles Steward, as reported by the Nationa
Intelligencer in these words: “The conpany sat down to di nner at
five o clock and spent the evening with the purest harnony and good
humor. After the cloth was renoved, nmany toasts were drunk,
acconpanied with high patriotic songs and music by the Marine Band.”

The sane newspaper reported a dinner on July 4, 1816, as “a
| arge party of gentlenmen assenbled to cel ebrate the glorious festival
of the anniversary of Anerican |Independence... Acconpanied with
songs and nusic fromthe Marine Band, and announced by repeated
di scharges of artillery and many toasts were drunk.” Sone have
suggested that this is the origin of “having a shot.” Simlar
affairs were noted for many years thereafter, always with Marine
officers, Marine artillery and the Marine Band in attendance.
However, these dinners were not traditional Mrine Corps Mess N ghts
as we know them today, although they contributed nuch of the
fostering influence.

The only significant Mess Nights during the 19'" Century, which
wer e sponsored by the Corps for its officers, were at the A d Center
House, Marine Barracks, Washi ngton, which nust have seen sone festive
evenings in the old days. The Evening Star of Washington, D.C. on
February 16, 1908, printed a | arge photograph of the O d Center House
(then torn down) with the follow ng caption; “Tales are told of
ni ghts of revelry, when the wine flowed and souls of great nen, freed
fromthe cares of state, allowed their wit and spirit to soar
unhanpered while gracing the Oficer’s Mess beneath the beans of the
ol d house. The rafters which once rang with the |aughter of
Presidents now lie in grimdisorder.”

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Fortunately, the tradition is carried on and each summer or
early fall, Marine Barracks, Wshington, Center House Mess is honored
by the presence of the Commandant at a Mess Night. The genera
routing that is a good guideline for Mess nights, subject to
nodi fication as required, is outlined bel ow

The dress is Mess dress, blues, whites; or black tie for
civilian guests. The affair is always stag. At 1920, the officers
assenble in the anteroomfor cocktails and to neet the Commandant and
guests. At 2000, a drummrer and a fifer smartly turned out in Bl ues,
sound the Roast Beef of O d England announcing dinner. All proceed
to their places in the dining roomremin standi ng behind their
chairs until a short Gace is pronounced, after which all are seated
and the first course is served. Oficers are seated according to
rank; the commandi ng officer or another who is designated to act as
President of the Mess is at the head of the table, the junior officer
at the other end. The ranking guest is served first, the serving
t hen conti nues counter-clockw se, not according to rank.

Si mul t aneously the other side of the table is served, beginning
with the officer seated to the right of the junior officer. The |ong
table is not covered with a cloth. Instead, narrow runners are
pl aced along both sides of it to lay the table service. This permts
the soft glow of the candlelight and the silver candel abra to be
reflected on the polished mahogany as well as facilitating the
conplete renoval of all the table service, including the runners
t hensel ves, before the port is passed. Two or three table w nes nay
acconpany the neal, depending on the nunber of courses. The dinner
ends with a savory, rather than a sweet dessert, since the latter
spoils the taste of port.

The table is then cleared. Snoking ceases until after the
formal toasts. Many nesses do not snpoke at any tinme during the
dinner so as not to acquire an insensitive taste for the excellent
food. A wine glass is placed before each officer. The port is
passed, each officer pouring fromthe decanter and passing it to the
left until all the glasses are charged. Mdre than one decanter may
be passed sinmultaneously starting at various points at a |arge table,
in order to shorten this interval and obviate the necessity of
refilling them

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The Commanding O ficer or President of the Mess then rises to
propose the first toast. The first toast (or toasts) is always to
t he sovereign or president of any and all foreign countries
represented at the Mess Night. After about a m nute the president
raps his gavel for silence. The senior foreign officer present rises
and gives the toast “CGentlenen, The President of the United States.”

Wth the formal toasts over, ashtrays reappear on the table.
Coffee is served, also cigars and cigarettes. The port is passed
agai n. Conversation becones general and the atnosphere becones
informal. Al remain at the table until the senior officers and
guests ari se.

The remai nder of the evening may be spent nore or |ess as
i mpul se and ingenuity suggest. Singing is always in order, and by
this time many officers are often pleasantly surprised to di scover
how really well they can produce harnony. There are also any nunber
of parlor ganes and feats of strength, sone of which are of such a
nature that the tenporary renoval of dress coats and even shoes nay
be advi sabl e.

Anyone should feel free to leave at any tine after a decent
interval. If the usual customis observed, that no one is at |iberty
to | eave prior to the departure of the Senior Oficer, it will place
the latter in an awkward position. He will feel he nust |eave early,
even though his inclination is to stay on, in order not to
i nconveni ence those who may have inportant duties follow ng day and
wish to | eave at an early hour

Crcunstances will frequently not permt a Mess Night with al
formalities as to uniform catering or table service as outlined
here. This should not deter an organi zati on, however, and
adaptati ons should be made to neet the “situation and terrain.” Do
not, in particular, let yourself becone stupefied by the apparent
formality of nmess nights; the object is the pleasure and camaraderie
of all hands.

So, as the Revolutionary War recruiting poster of the

Continental Marines stated (the latter portion of which is often used
as the final “bottomup” toast of the evening to the Corps)....
“Take courage then, seize the fortune that awaits you, repair to the
Mari ne Rendezvous where, in a flowng bow of punch, and three tines
three, you shall drink. Long Live the United States, and success to
the Marines.”
